Looxma back at the proceedings in the 
North daring the short visit of Colonel 
Gordon, the prospectas to the influences 
which direct British interests in China 
cannot be considered pleasant. What. 
ever may be Colonel Gordon's predolic. 
tions, and whatever estimate we may 
accept of his capacity, it is cortain that 
he came to Chiua in singloness of spirit 
and in support of a course in which 
wo as foreign residents were deeply 
interested. The time bas passed since 
foreignors in China considered thom. 
selves as a class apart, baving no 
thought or interest for the country in 
which they had taken up thoir temporary 
abode. Now they take au intelligent 
interest in the administration of 
tho Ewpire, and have learnt the trath 
that common interests are the surest 
foundation for profitable intercourse. 
Hence every movement, so far ns it 
was possible in the dim hazy light, 
which surrounded uot merely native 
but, wo regret to say, was even more 
murky around foreign negotiations, waa 
carefully scanned aud criticised by tho 
foreign residents in Chiua, and wes 
made the subject of close and uot 
altogether uusympathetic comment in 
the newspaper Pross. On the whole, 
the influence thus exercised was 
wholesome, and we have reason to 
believe has not been altogether 
uninilaeutial in producing a return at 
Peking to wiser councils. If, however, 
as we have reason to believe, Colonel 
Gordou’s motives in proceeding to 
‘Tientsin were really in the interests of 
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peace, and as such met the entire 
concurrence of the foreign residents at 
the ports, it is difficalt to conceive the 
reason of the very marked distaste 
exhibited towards him by the British 
Minister at Peking. In this matter 
we consider it best to be outspoken. 
Pablic interests need now and thon the 
hostile criticism of public men, and 
in tho uneasy feelings with which Sir 
Thomas Wado regarded the approach 
of Colonel Gordon scem to have been 
reflected rather the foiled jealousy of 
an amateur diplomatist than the pre- 
cautions ofastatesman. oan outsider 
it certainly seems beneath the dignity 
of tho British Minister to have taken 
the troublo evidently displayed to 
prevent a meeting between Colonel 
Gordon and the Viceroy of Ohibli. It 
may beremembered that but afow weeks 
hadelapsed from the time he had himself 
displayed an equal amount of eagerness 
to meet the Viceroy, Tho result of 
the visit bas not been disclosed, but it 
is understood that Sir Thomas Wade 
promised considerably more than he 
was in @ position to perform, and that 
his attompts at “strengthening the 
pence party” mot with but scant 
approval from the Home Government. 
Why the chango of view should in the 
short intorval have provailed is probably 
only known to Sir Thomas Wade and 
his moro intimate associates. Ib is 
cortainly far from reassuring to find 
that Mr. Hart bas again beou made the 
medium of communication by the 
British Mivister, but the occult influence, 
to which wo have had occasion to allude 
more thau once, bas again beon mado 
apparent. The strange power possessed 
by the Inspector-General of Customs 
over the mind of the British Minister 
has more than once resulted in acts 
which the latter could not but regret, 
but with curious inconsistency the same 
influence seems to recur at intervals, 
and we find some such curious result 
as that of the British Minister calling 
in the aid of the Iuspector-Geueral of 
Customs to provent a meeting between 
the Vicoroy and Colouel Gordon. No 
great result was likely to follow the 
meeting of the two generals. Colonel 
Gordon had not the power, had he the 
desire, to revolationiso the Empire. 
‘Ho had counsels to give, which in the 
main werethose that have been advanced 
by every reasonable man, and giveu by 
him, they possessed more validity as 
coming: from ‘an officer whose good 
wishes had alrondy been tested. Thoso 
counsels were plainly in the interest 
of the Chinese, as they were certainly 
conducive to our own. It is undigni- 
fied, to say the least of it, that our 





officers shonld be continually withdrawn 
from posts where they are doing good 
service to meet the caprices of a 
foreign and undisguisedly unfriendly 
Power, yet the proceedings which took 
place at ‘Tientsin can only be accounted 
for in connection with the remonstrance 
known to have been sent from St. 
Petersburg. Had Colouiel Gordon been 
secking to involve China in a war 
with Russia, the stops taken by the 
British Minister would have been 
explicable, but there is too much 
reason to suspect that this was not the 
true ground of the distaste exhibited 
to his preseuce. It must haye been 
well known to the Russian, as to the 
English Government, that the visit 
was mado in the hope of averting 
hostilities, but peace was not as popular 
at St. Petersburg as at the ports of 
China. The British Government was 
too pro-Russian to ponder for a moment 
the object of the request, and readily 
fell into the trap. Sir Thomas Wade 
had, however, opportunities of seeing 
on the spot the tendency of the coun- 
sols proforred, and there is grave 
reason to believe that in his treatment 
of Colonel Gordon ho was only giving 
another instance of that strange inability 
to see affairs with other eyes than 
those of the Inspector-Genoral of Cus- 
toms, which has more than once been 
tho subject of public comment.

Frangaise, we learn that M. E, Millot, 
“ancien président du conseil municipale 
de la concession frangaise & Shang Hai,” 
has been promoted to the grade of Chevalier 
of the Legion of Honour ; and also that a 
similar honour has been conferred on 
MM, Emest Jules Blancheton, Consul for 
France at Bangkok. 

W. P. Mangum, Esq., late U.S, Consul 
at Nagasaki, left that port on the 19th 
inst., in the U.S.S. Ticonderoga, bound for 
Tientsin, to which port ho was appointed 
Consul early in July, but was then pro- 
vented, through ill-health, from under- 
taking the journey. Evon now he is far 
from enjoying his accustomed health, and 
it is hoped the change will have a beneficial 
effect. Mrs, Mangum will probably remain 
in Nagasaki until the end of the summer, 

It is reported that the directors of the 
Chartered Mercantile Bank of India, &., 
having reconsidered their decision, will 
re-open their Yokohama branch in a few 
weeks’ time. Mr, Masfon has been 
re-appointed to the post of manager, and 
has already left London. ‘Tho re-establish- 
ment of the bank, it is said, will be very 
agreeable to the community of Yokohama, 

‘We are informed that the long contom- 
plated re-organisation of the Mixed Court 
has been at last decided on ; orders having 
been received here that the Judge at that 
Court is to hold the rank and exercise the 
authority of a sub-Prefect, to which posi- 
tion the prosent worthy incumbent, Chén, 
has been appointed. Ho is to be a Tung- 
chi, an independent sub-Prefect, instead of, 
as heretofore, a mere deputy. This is a 
most desirable advance, and we hope tho 
new regulations will remedy some of the 
many imperfections of that much-abused 
but most useful tribunal, 

Nine gentlemen, all members of the 
Ranger Corps, assembled in Messrs. Holli- 
day, Wise and Co,’s compound on Wednes- 
day afternoon, to discuss the advisability 
of forming a Polo Club. Major Holliday 
presided. ‘There seemed to be a fecling 
that such an institution might interfere 
with the attendance at drill on the part of 
members of the Ranger Corps, but it was 
mentioned ‘that, if established, it would be 
quite independent of that body. After 
2 short «discussion, a motion, proposed 
by Mr. Townsend, and seconded by Mr. 
Miller, was carried, to the effect that the 
meeting be adjourned until Mr. W. 8. 
Percival could obtained information from 
the Polo Club at Hongkong as to the clubs, 
balls, d&e., to be used, and the rules and 
regulations of the game. 
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A special general meeting of the members 
of the Racquet Club was held on Wednes- 
day evening under the presidency of Mr. 
T. R. Wheelock. There were present, 
Dr. Johnston, Messrs. Ward, Johnstone, 
Dalgliesh, Rothwell, Weld, Dent, Allen, 
Carles, Phipps, Hearn, Scott, Percival, 
Cooper, Layton and Nachtrieb. Two 
years ago, lawn-tennis members, who had 
not the use of the Racquet Court, 
were admitted at a reduced subscription, 
and at the half-yearly meeting held last 
month the Committee asked for the con- 
firmation of a rule to the effect that the 
number of these members be limited to 
ten. It was decided that a special meet- 
ing should be convened for the considera- 
tion of the subject, which would give an 
opportunity for the matter to be talked 
over among the members meanwhile. This 
special meeting was held last evening, and 
after a few prefatory remarks from the 
Chairman, Mr. Carles, in a few well chosen 
words, proposed a motion to the effect 
that the admission of members to the Club 
as lawn-tennis members be discontinued, 
which was seconded by Mr. Dalgliesh. Tt 
wos explained that the present ten lawn- 
tennis members would continue to enjoy the 
same privileges as they had hitherto done, 
but that any person now wishing to join 
tho Club would have to pay the full sub- 
scription and be entitled to the use of both 
tho Racquet Courts and Tennis Lawns, 
After some discussion the motion was 
unanimously catried. Mr. Carles next 
proposed, and Mr. Dalgliesh seconded, that 
the Committee be empowered to allow one 
or more members of the B class to use 
the Lawn ‘Tennis ground on tho days 
assigned to members of the A class, if, in 
tho opinion of the Committee, the play of 
such member, or members, is such as 
eminently to merit such a distinction. To 
this motion Mr. Hearn proposed, and Mr. 
Scott seconded, an amendment, that there 
be no separate classes of players for 
the Lawn Tennis Courts. On a vote being 
taken, the amendment was carried, eight 
voting for it and seven against it. ‘The 
Chairman mentioned that the strips of 
vacant land east of the Racquet Court had 
changed ownership, and that it was for 
the Club to decide whether they would 
take steps to purchase the remain- 
ing half of the intervening road between 
it and the Racquet Court, one-half of 
it already belonging to the Club. After 
some discussion it was resolved to leave 
the matter iu the hands of the Committee. 
A vote of thanks to the Chairman concluded 
the proceedings, 

It will be seen from the minutes of the 
meeting of the Municipal Council, held on 
the 20th inst., that the members of the 
Council have signed the agreement with 
the proposed Water Works Company. A 
document of the importance which this 
agreement is to the community generally 
should be published, and many Rate- 
payers will no doubt regret that the Council 
have not acceded to the wishes of the 
minority of those voting at the meeting 
when the scheme of the Company was 
accepted, that the agreement should be 
submitted to the Ratepayers for considera- 
tion and discussion before it was finally 
entered into. 











The minutes of the Municipal Council 
also contain the return of the census of the 
native population taken in June last. The 
total number of Chinese in the Settlements is, 
107,812, showingan increase of 32,765 during 
the last ten years. 68,652 live in the 
English Settlement, 25,323 in Hongkew, 
5,218 in foreign hongs in both Settlements, 
2,541 in villages and huts, and 6,078 in 
ships and boats. There are now 22,742 
more Chinese in the English Settlement 
than there were in 1870, and 12,394 more 
in Hougkew, while the number engaged in 
foreign hongs has only increased 310 during 
the same period. As compared with the 
returns for 1876, there has been an inerease, 
exclusive of those living in native villages, 
huts and boats, of 14,143, which consists 
of 4,527 males, 3,014 females, and 6,604 
children. 

‘The Municipal Council have at last 
ordered the correspondence regarding the 
proposed Chapoo Road extension to be 
published. Tho letters have already 
appeared in our columns, but it is necessary 
for us to reproduce them to keep our file 
of tho published proceedings of the Council 
complete. In reference to our strictures 
on the Municipal Council's action in this 
matter, it is only right to explain that 
though tho land for the proposed road 
would, in consideration of the gifts of 
‘Messrs, Maclay and Pow Yuen-chong, only 
cost the Council Tis. 500, it is estimated 
that about Tis, 3,000 more would be 
required to make the road, and as 
no provision was made in the last Budget 
for this expenditure, the Council appa- 
rently consider that it is an improvement 
for which there is little or no necessity 











at present. Still, the road will have to be 
made some timo, and before long too, if 
building operations are continued during 


the next fow years as they have been in 
the past, and another opportunity for the 
Council to obtain so great a part of the 
land free of charge may not again be pre- 
sented. Therefore, if they now accepted the 
offer made, they could put down their 
boundary-stones and make the road at 
some future time. 

We have been requested to state that 
owing to a recent chango made in the 
numbering of some of the Home Volunteer 
Corps, it is possible that the S.V.C. may 
have to compete in the coming rifle match 
with the 12th Cheshire against 0 battalion 
of eight companies, instead of a detached 
corps of two companies as was originally 
intended. In the Army List for March 
last, the numbers of the various Corps 
appear as they have done for years past, 
but in that for April it appears that the 
Srd Administrative Battalion, of which the 
12th Corps was a component part, has been 
re-numbered as the 12th Corps, and the 
numbers of the 15th, 22nd, 26th, 28th and 
32nd Corps, which used to make up the 
old Administrative Battalion, have been 
expunged from the Army List altogether. 
This change may possibly have something 
to do with the modifications mentioned in 
the telegram accepting the challenge, but 
whichever way it is, we have no doubt the 
$.V.C. will willingly enter upon the contest. 
‘The (old) 12th has some good shots in it; 
one member was 33rd in the first 60 for 
the first stage of the Queen's Prize at 




















Wimbledon last year, with a score of 91. 
Another was counted out at 83 for the frst 
360, being the same score as made by Mr. 
Dunman of the S.V.C. We may add that 
Cheshire, (the county) won the China 
Challenge Cup at Wimbledon last year, 
with a score of 308, against 290 made by 
Devon, aud 288 by Lancashire, the highest 
possible score being 350. 

In the case of Mr. . E, Hill v, Dr. MT. 
Yatos, agent for Mrs. Hill, an appeal 
has been allowed to tho Minister at 
Peking against that portion of the U.S, 
Consul-General’s decision which gives 
to Mr. Hill the use and control of the 
rents and proceeils of the property in dis- 
pute in the French Concession and directs 
the $1,500 in Court to be handed over to 
him. The principal grounds of appeal are 
that this portion of the decision was 
rendered without due process of law, and 
that it was not competent for the Court 
to pronounce the same, inasmuch as the 
Consul-General sat without Associates, 

‘A case of most atrocious cruelty occupied 








| the attention of the Mixed Court on Thurs- 


day. It was ono in which o woman, living 
in the neighbourhood of Lao-kee-chong, 
was charged with ill-treating two little 
girls, one eleveu years old and tho other 
seven, The elder one had been scalded 
very severely nearly all over her body, 
causing her to present a most horrible 
appearance, and a great many cuts had 
also been inflicted on the child’s face and 
hands. The younger child’s injuries were 
not so severe, but both the girls were 
sent to the Gatzlaff Hospital for treatmont, 
The prisoner had nothing to say for her- 
self when questioned, but wept profusely. 
‘Tho caso was remanded to seo whether the 
child most severely injured would recover, 
the prisoner being sent to prison in tho 
meantime. Wo understand that sho will 
be dealt with in accordance with Chinese 
law. 

Edward Hintz, the tenant of the house 
at the corner of Minghong Road and Broad- 
way, Hongkew, in which the fire originated 
on Sunday morning by which it and two 
other houses were destroyed, was arrested 
by the Municipal Police on Thursday after 
noon at the Columbia Tavern in the French 
Concession, under a warrant from the 
Germau Consulate-Geueral. ‘The charge 
against him is that of attempted fraud 
on the Prussian National Fire Insur- 
auce Company, whose agent in Shanghai 
is Mr. B. ‘Tele. About a week before the 
fire, Hintz took out a policy of insurance 
for ‘is. 2,000 on the furniture in the house 
and his private effects. A few days since he 
sent in a claim for compensation for pro- 
perty alleged to have been lost by the tire. 
It now appears that Hintz removed a box, 
sufliciently heavy to require four coolies 
to carry it, to the tavern where he 
was arrested. It is believed that some of 
the contents of this box have been repre- 
sented as destroyed in the claim made on 











the insurance company. No charge of 
arson has been preferred. 
Saturnino Ferrares, who murdered 


Lorenzo do Rosario, the marshal of the 
Spanish Consulate, in a house in Hongkew 
on the 17th of July last, made a savage 
attack on Thursday night on Sergeant 
Skinner at the Hougkew Police Station, 
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where he has been confined since the 
above-mentioned occurrence. It seams 
that the prisoner was making a great noise 
in his cell, shaking the door violently, 
and otherwise disturbing everyone near 
him, Sorgeant Skinner went to remon- 
strato with him, and as soon as he 
entered the cell, Ferrares attacked him 
with a tin cup which he used for tea, 
and ick him violently on the head 
with it, knocking him down. A struggle 
thon ensued, in which the prisoner, being 
the more powerful man, had the advantage. 
A Chinese constable, who was at the 
barrier of the enclosure leading to the 
coll, ran into the station and procured 
assistance. When Sergeant Jones arrived, 
Forrares had Sergeant Skinner down on 
the floor of the coll, kneeling on his 
chest, and tryiug to throttle him with his 
hands. The Sergeant’s injuries are very 
severe. He has six cuts on the face, and 
two more on the top of the head, his face 
in badly bitton in two places, a piece of flesh 
being bitten out in one of them. His 
collar-bone is broken, and several of his 
fingers are bitten to the bone. No 
provocation was givon for such a violent 
assault. Sergeant Skinner was the officer 
who had had most to do with the pri- 
soner during his confinement, and would 
probably havo been selected to accompany 
him to Manila in the course of a week or 
two. It was only on the previous evening 
that he had been speaking favourably of 
Ferrares, and saying that ho never had 
much trouble with him. The injured 
officer was removed to the Hospital, and 
yesterday afternoon, on making enquiries, 
we wero informed that he was progressing 
favourably, 

After this savage attack on Sergeant 
Skinner the Police deemed it advisable 
to put leg-irons on the prisoner's ankles. 
‘TPheso irons were connected by a chain 
about eighteen inches in length. In 
order to prevent the prisoner making 
an attack on any other officer enter- 
ing the coll a long chain was fastened 
to the one connecting his anklets, and 
secured outside the cell through the bars 
of the window. ‘The prisoner was heard 
moving about in his cell on Saturday 
evening at seven o'clock, but at a quarter- 
past seven it was discovered that he had 
committed suicide by hanging. He had 
coiled the long chain just spoken of three 
times round his neck, and had also passed 
it two or three times round his loft leg so 
as to bind it up with the kmee bent. It 
is thought that he climbed up to the sill 
of the window and dropped down from 
there. Tho features of the deceased did 
not exhibit signs of pain. 

A Washington correspondent says that 
a Chinese mandarin has established a farm 
of 5,000 acres about eighty miles north of 
Tiontsin, which he proposes to have con- 
ducted on Western principles. Stock-rais- 
ing will be an important feature, 

Our Hongkong friends have been sub- 
jected to a like changeability of weathor as 
we have experienced here. On the 23rd 
inst., the thermometer reached 92° at the 
Harbour Office and was down to 77? on 
the following day. 

‘The French corvette Champlain has been 
docked at Yokohama to repair the damages 








sustained recently when assisting to get the 
Iron Duke off 

HLM.’s flagship Iron Duke was docked 
at Hongkong on the 20th instant, and it is 
represented that her repairs will take about 
six weeks to complete. Ten to fifteen 
plates will have to be taken out of the port 
bilge, and the frames, keelsons and floor 
will also have to be renewed. All the 
repairs will be executed at the Aberdeen 
Dock by the Hongkong and Whampoa 
‘Dock Company. 

‘The Forward Ho, which arrived at Yoko- 
hama on the 16th inst., from London, via 
Anjer, has made one of the fastest passages 
on record for a sailing vessel on that route 
for the last four years. Hor sailing days 
from port to port are 105. A. stoppage of 
eight days at Anjer, which was necessary 
tore-stow cargo and repair dainages received 
during a collision, being added, makes the 
time from London to port 113 days. 

‘The steamer Glencoe, which arrived at 
Woosung to-day, has been hurried on faster 
than usual, owing to the fact that she is 
engaged full at £4 per ton for New York, 
She will load at Shanghai and Foochow, 
and probably Amoy. ‘This vessel will have 
shown freight lists amounting to close on 
£40,000 by her last and present trip, by 
the time sho reaches London, say two or 
three months hence. 

‘The British three-masted schooner Auguste, 
‘Thomsen, master, which arrived at Amoy 
on the 19th inst, from Newchwang, reports 
that on the 16th inst., at seven o'clock 
a.m., when about forty miles to the east- 
ward of Tal Island, she sighted a junk with 
the main-mast and rudder lost, which made 
signals of distress. Tho schooner steored 
for the junk and when hailing her was 
informed that she was sinking and the 
crew wanted to leave her. ‘Tho ship was 
turned close under the lee of the junk and 
her crew, consisting of eleven Chineso, 
were taken on board. 

Shortly after four o'clock on Thursday 
morning, as the C.N. Co.’s steamer Tunsin 
was passing up the Yung river on her way 
to Ningpo, sho came into collision with a 
small junk between Chinhai and Peak Rock. 
When first seen, the junk was, we under- 
stand, between 400 and 500 yards distant, 
and about three points on the steamer's 
starboard bow. ‘Three shrill whistles were 
sounded, but no notice was taken of them 
by the men on the junk, who still kept 
on plying their “yulohs.” The engines 
were then reversed and driven ful! 
speed astern, but the steamer struck the 
junk just abaft the main-mast, the junk 
being cut through by the force of the 
blow. The engines were stopped, the 
anchor was let go, and a boat was 
loweted to render assistance to the juak- 
men, Another junk was close to the spot, 
and the men on board said they rescued 
all the crew except two men and two boys. 
After waiting abouthalf-an-hour, the Tunsin 
proceeded to Ningpo. We understand that 
Captain Mackay, lately in command of the 
steamer Hankow, belonging to the same 
Company, has taken charge of the Tunsin, 
and that the former vessel will be laid up 
for the present, 

‘The Japan Gazette says :—The announce- 
ment that HMLS, Vigilant, which has 








been laid up in our harbour for some time, 
is now under orders to proceed with 
Admiral Coote to Chefoo, has elicited much 
indignation and surprise, The vessel, a 
typical specimen of Mr. Reed's, improve- 
ments, is a weak ship; sho has but one 
wheel available, as her shaft is broken op 
one side, and as at all times the vessel has 
indifferent sea-going qualities, she must, 
now that she is partially disabled, be, unfit 
to mect the rough seas and winds of 
northern Chinese waters in the typhoon 
season. We hope Admiral Coote will, for 
sake of humanity, reconsider his decision, 
‘The Vigilant is not ft to cope with bad 
weather, and if any disaster occurs, a most 
serious responsibility will rest upon tho 
Admiral. With the Atalanta disastor fresh 
in memory it behoves the public to keep an 
unusually watchful eye upon the, move- 
ments and condition of the vessels com- 
posingH..B.M.’s fleet. No merchant steamer 
in the condition of the Vigilant would be 
allowed to go to sea, ‘The insurance would 
be vitiated, the crew would refuse to work, 
and the Consul could detain the vessel, It 
is notorious that the Vigilant is unfitted 
for work, and that sho should stay here 
until a new shaft can be placed. Tt is high 
time that some public action should bo 
taken about the unseaworthy vessels of the 
British fleot in China and Japan,—Wo 
notice that since the above was written the 
Vigilant left for Nagasaki and Foochow. 

‘The Chineso rulers, says the Japan 
Herald, seem to bo ignorant of one material 
consideration, which is, that if China at the 
ast moment accepts the Ch’ung How treaty, 
the condition of affairs will have changed. 
Russia has had the costs of a vory, largo 
fleet, has had to buy enormous quanti 
of war stores for uso at a great distan: 
from the Home arsenals, has had to move 
over some thousands of miles of difficult 
country thirty or forty thousand troe] 
So far the cost of all theso preparatio 
which havo beon necessitated by one singlo 
series of incidents,—the treaty rojection, 
the simultaneous throats of war, and tho 
repudiation of Ch’ung How’s powers,—must 
amount to mavy millions of dollars, Wo 
have reason to believe that if this very day 
China submitted, and the Russian hosts 
were sent back, Russia will have been put 
to an actual expense of £5,000,000 sterling, 
or twenty-five millions of dollars, ‘This 
bill, or a larger one, China will have to 
meet in coin or in territory, and the 
Russian demand, which will be justified in 
some measure by both moral and intor- 
national law,—which are not always in 
harmony,—will not end with a money 
claim. Mongolia and Manchuria are already 
insecure possessions of China, Hi has gone 
over to the enemy, Kashgar is precarious, 
and Corea unsafe. If China does not fight, 
—and her chances in a fight are almost at 
zero,—she must pay in treasure of course, 
in territory probably, and must accept the 
full weight of Russian influence at Peking, 
which will be the beginning of a protecto- 
rate,—the first steps to owning the Czar as 
virtual suzerain,—and the end will be ere 
long the loss of all ground beyond the 
Great Wall. The prospects of China, 
either in peace or war, are indeed dark,

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CENTRAL ASIAN GEOGRAPHICAL RESEARCE. 


‘Taw prospect of troubles between Chiva 
and Russia bas had one good effeot in 
stimulating interest in geographical aud 
commercial questious conuected with 
Contral Asia and the north-western 
portions of the Chinese Empire. Facts 
of all kinds bearing ou these questions 
have long been collecting in tho 
archives of tho various geographical 
societies ; professioual explorers, cou- 
snlar officials and missionaries alike 
contributing to the store, Recent 
events have only hastened the accamula- 
tion, The beginnings of this work date 
from about twenty-five years ago, 
previous to which poriod, as was 
recently emphatically stated by the vice- 
President of the Imperial Geographical 
Soviety of St, Petersburg, the interior 
of China was almost uukuown, Tarke- 
stan lad been but little traversed, 
Somenof bad not broken ground in the 
‘Tion-sban, the Ama Daria bad beon 
unruffled by explorers, and Pévtsof 
had not yot dreamed of north-westorn 
Mongolia, As a contrast to this, not 
only have we now the daily increasing 
harvest of results gathered by all sorts 
and conditions of observers in difforent 
seotions of the vast region which is 
vaguely oalled Central Asia, but a 
considerable portion of these results 
havo beon arranged and pormanontly 
fixed in a map duo to tho industry 
of Dr. Josoph Chavanne, This map, 
which is on the scale of 66.6 
geographical miles to an incb, “extends 
from the eastern shores of the Caspian 
to the sources of the great navigable 
streams of Chins,” shows clearly the 
Gesorts of Contral Asia, ite gravelly 
stoppes, the territorial changes of which 
it bas lately been the scone, the political 
Givisions of its States as they exist at 
present, and the new boandarios 
between Russia and China in the Ti 
valley. In spite of some errors, which 
aro pointed out in the May number of 
tho Geographical Society's Proceedings, 
this map is acknowledged to be of the 
highest value, and indeed must now 
bo considered indispensable to anyone 
who would write intelligently aboat the 
complex problems which have already 
arisen and mast inevitably arise in 
connection with the nubile bouudaries 
of the two great northern Powers in 
Asia, It will not be without interest 
i€ we refor briefly to some of the latest 
recorded work done in the ficld of 
investigation in Central Asia, All 
have followed with anxiety the varying 
reports of Colonel Projevalsky’s suc- 
cess and failures, advances and forced 
retreits; all have sympathised with 
him ‘in his final disaster. Explorations 
such as his, conducted under Imperial 
patronage, catch the world’s eye and 
engage the imagination of handreds 
who'remain ignorant of work done by 
more bumble labourers not surrounded 
by the Golat of official position, and Go- 











vernment support.- Some months ago 
we drew attention to the account given 
by Mr. McCarthy of the China Inland 
Mission, of an adventurous journey 
across China from Chinkiang to Bhamo 
successfully undertaken by him with 
the slenderest resources. Lately Mr. 
Easton of the same society undertook 
two partly scientific rambles through 
the western portion of Kansu, pressing 
on to the old city of Tao-chow on the 
‘Thibetan frontier, and making acquain- 
tance with the aboriginal tribes, of 
whose aspect and customs he took due 
note. The features of the country 
naturally engaged his attention, but 
more than this, he appears to have been 
able to make some astronomical observa- 
tions fixing the position of Si-ning-fa, 
an important point of reference, always 
provided that Mr. Easton fixed it 
correctly. But whether correctly or 
not, his example is a good one. From 
all wo hear, and indeed mainly from 
the little we hear, of the relations 
between tho Inland Missionaries and 
the native authorities and people, we 
aro led to believe that those relations 
are on both sides ominontly friendly, 
It is therefore in the power of tho 
members of tho Iulaud Socicty to 
gathor a considerable amonnt of 
information, but that this should 
be valuable, or even fairly reliable, 
the observers should be taught how to 
observe, The training need be neither 
long nor claborate; the essential thing 
being that they should learn how 
to set, use, and read instraments 
accurately, there being never avy 
desperate hurry about tho subsequent 
calculations. Meanwhile students of 
Chinese literature are not 
the contrary aro contributing thei 
share to the general stock. M. Jametel, 
a student interpreter in the French 
Logation at Peking, has succeeded in 
digging out some Chinese records of 
ancient routes through Eastern Turke- 
stan and Thibet to Lhassa from different 
centres (Yarkand, Shakyar, Khotan 
and Uromtsi) in Turkestan and on tho 
Dzungarian border, It is true that 
tho rontes laid down in the Chinese 
itineraries cannot at present be identi- 
fied for the excellent reason that our 
knowledge of the goography of northern 
Thibet is in an exceedingly defective 
and flactnating condition. But there is 
every reason to beliove that the use of 
the records discovered by M. Jametel 
is only doferred. ‘They will fall ivto 
their appropriate place whenever a 
successful assault shall have been made 
on the topography of Thibet. 

Almost every incident of our daily 
lives seoms to impress us with the idea 
of the smallness of the world we 
inbabit. To gain an adequate con- 
ception of its bigness we caauot do 
better than follow in thought the 
Iaborions wanderings of explorers in 
the contral regions of all the great 
continents, unless, indeed, following the 
examples of Ney Elias and others of 
our old friends and fellow-residents, we 
elect to become explorers ourselves. 




















‘THB NEGOTIATIONS FOR A SETTLEMENT OF 
THE KULDJA DISPUTE. 
‘Tu latest news from St, Petersburg, 
that the Russian Government is disposed 
to treat on more friendly terme with the 
Chineso Ambassador, may be recsived 
as satisfactory or the reverse when wo 
come to hear the new terms proposed. 
We have never been .of those who 
looked with approval ou the details of 
the Treaty of Livadia, The stipulation 
that China was to pay Russia twice 
over, both in territory and coin, for the 
temporary occupation by the latter of 
the territory of Kuldja was one of those 
transactions which oven in international 
law might be considered as “immoral.” 
Unfortunately this was not the ground 
on which the Chinese Government 
sought to repudiate the agreoment; it 
preferred tho more untenable one of its 
inability to yield territory onco belong. 
ing to it, notwithstanding the fact that 
that territory had never been in any 
senso amalgamated with the Empire, 
and that for nearly twenty years 
Chinese rule had been withdrawn. So 
in face of the fact that it had during 
the negotiations at St, Potersburg been 
kept informed of the principal points 
of the proposed arraugement, it fell 
back when the time came for ratifica- 
tion, not on the incorrectness of the 
details, but on tho broad principle 
which had already been conceded of 
the non possumus. If the consent of 
Rassia to re-outer on nogotiations bo 
founded on a desire to yield on a 
point where the stipulations of the 
previous treaty were capable of the 
injurious interpretation we have mon- 
tioned, thero still remains a hope that 
the case may be brought to a reason. 
able issue. Russia, however, has dis- 
covered of late years such an inordinate 
craving for territory, simply for its own 
sake, as if the greatness of a nation 
wore to be measured solely by its 
territorial extent, and in consequonco 
of the indulgence of this craving has 
been so straightened in the matter of 
fivances that it is almost too much 
to hope that of its own motion the 
Government at St. Petersburg will 
consent to begin ab initio, Tt is difficult 
to divine, therefore, what new forms 
the demands of St. Petersburg may 
assume. Of course, Russia may 
act on the principle of the potti- 
fogging attorney who, having driven 
an unfortunate debtor into a corner, 
proceeds to accumulate costs on his 
original claim. In the present temper 
of Enropo, as an armed camp, the 
various sections of which know not how 
soon they may be engaged in hostile 
encounter, there will not be too great & 
desire to invoke the public feoling of 
nationalities as to how far one of the 
number may be justified in heaping 
up claims upon claims. Still there 
may even now be a point where inter- 
national morality will be scandalised, 
aud the claims of Russia be regarded 
as beyond right or reason. We do 
not hint that such an expression of 
opinion is likely to find expression in 
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anything stronger than words, for 
it is the misfortune of China that 
its Government has isolated it from 
the sympathies of the world. Russia, 
on the other hand, to a certain extent 
needs the countenance of Europe, 
and a flagrant claim would indicate 
too clearly the cloven foot within the 
drapery, which it is at present the 
object of its rulers to conceal. More 
than this, Russia is probably becoming 
convinced that these eastern extensions 
of territory are not all additional sources 
of wealth, Tho valley of the Ili is 
‘an exception, as, under good govern- 
mont it may bo made to pay its 
expenses as well as to yield supplies 
of corn, in which tho other Coutral 
Asinn districts overran by Russia are 
sadly deficient. If, instead of being 
made a magazine for provisions, it be 
turned into au armed camp, the one 
object of utility will bo destroyed. It 
is the misfortune of tho Russian occupa- 
tion of Central ‘Asin, that the pro- 
ductions of the Jand, strictly limited by 
the oncroaching desert, are unequal to 
the task of supporting tho additional 
woight. Already tho seeds of decay 
are sown, and tho burden on European 
Russia must gradually inoreaso, This 
perhaps is one of the groat safe. 
guards possessed by China. Russia 
could probably crush tho latter almost 
ata single blow, but the blow would 
be a costly one for Russia itself, 
and the eventual result would be 
tho crushing of the overgrown mass 
through internal weakness. ‘These 
things are kuown in St, Poters- 
burg, though possibly they are not 
sufficiontly apprecinted outside, ‘The 
world has still a respect for the State 
which owns the largest territory, aud 
Russia, possessed of this big trump, is 
naturally wary in showing the weak. 
ness behind. On the whole both 
Russia and China were interested in a 
pencenblo settlement of the present 
difficulty, but we fear it is too much 
to hope that either will withdraw from 
an untenable position till injuries 
greater thau either anticipated are 
inflicted. 














CHINESE IMMIGRATION. 
Tae manifesto of General Garfield, 
the Republican candidate for the 
Presidency of the United States, 
on the stbject of Chinese immigra- 
tion, will doubtless excite attention 
and criticism wherever it is read. 
General Garfield makes capital ont of 
the fact that the presence of Chinese 
immigrants in large numbers in the 
Republic militates agaiust the dignity 
of labour. Of course the Chinese 
immigration question may be described 
as oue of the burning questions of the 
hour, and therefore General Garfield is 
bound to notice it, aud to endeavour in 
the way that seems to him best to make 
political capital out of it. We are 
inclined to pay special attention, when 
considering this matter, to a paper read 
by Dr. S. Wells Williams before the 





Social Science Association at Saratoga 
in tho antumn of last year. Whatever 
Dr. Williams writes on Chinese matters 
is important aud comes weighted with 
authority, and he says with trath that 
“the question of Chinese immigration 
has drawn to it a degree of attention 
since the immigrants began to laud in 
this country thirty years ago, which 
can hardly be expiained by their num- 
bers, their conduct, or their capacity. 
‘The total arrivals from China during 
a quarter of a century have not 
equalled the number of persons which 
have landed at New York from Europe 
in six months daring most of those 
samo years.” This is worth remember- 
ing, as whon Chineso immigration is 
referred to, persons exaggerate in their 
own minds the numbers of the invading 
heathon and spoak of them as a very 
locust swarm. However, we have seen 
the prejudice against them. ‘The anti- 
Chinese cry is one that can be raised 
with political effect, and wo may 
examine, without attempting to pass 
a judgment on its merits, how certain 
portions of the indictment against the 
Chinese bear the practical aud careful 
handling of an able studevt of the 
quosti To begin with; there aro 
three causes which deter the Chinese 
from pouring into America in the 
numbers that alarmis's apprehend :— 
first, they are separated from each 
other by the barrier of different dialects; 
second, they have in their strong love 
of country a passion which induces 
them to place the Middle Kingdom 
above all realms under heaven in 
patriotic regard; and, thirdly, there is the 
sectional antipathy between tho natives 
of different provinces. Still, as the new 
coustitution of California shows, the 
States have a horror of “ Asiatic coolie- 
ism.” “Asiatic coolicism is a form of 
human slavery aud is forever probibited 
in this State, and all contracts for 
coolie Iabour shall be void.” The 
article goes on to say, “the Legislature 
shall delegate all necessary power to 
the incorporated cities and towns of 
this State for the removal of Chinese 
without the limits of such cities and 
towns, or for their location within pre- 
scribed portions of those limits.” We 
are disposed to view this provision 
with less indignation than Dr. Williams 
does. He regards it “as a re-enaction by 
the Republic of the silly laws of China 
and mediceval Europe,” and he speaks 
of the Chinese quarters as “now 
Ghettos.” Now we fancy there is a 
fallacy here. The Ghetto became a foul 
place because the inhabitauts were 
compelled to crowd in a small space 
situated in an unwholesome quarter, 
and because in the days when Ghettos 
abounded there were no sanitary 
laws worth naming. Now the Chinese 
suffer no hardship if they are com- 
pelled to live together, and if the 
place provided for thom is healthy. 
One slight exaggeration, however, does 
uot impair the value of the pamphlet 
before us. It is a protest against the 
danger and tho injustice uf the ery 


























raised by the anti-Chinese party, and it 
contains a formidable array of proofs, 
We find certainly many things that we 
have read before, for instauce, how the 
Courts of California decided that tho 
term Indian included the Chinese or 
Mongolian Race, how at Antioch, at 
‘Teuckee, at Rocklin, Penryn, and Secret 
Ravine, Chinese property was destroyed 
and Chinese life taken without a 
shadow of reparation being offered. 
The Chinese experience of Western 
law in the Pacific States has been 
unfavourable indeed, and the appeals 
made by various senators’ and states. 
meu reveal how strongly the conscience 
of the best men in tho States is 
wounded by the recurrence of acts 
so injurious to the national charactor, 
‘The writers of a memorial on tho 
subject ask the question :-—Whoro 
is your boasted independence when 
an agrarian mob dictates what 
kind of labour you must employ ? 
Where is your bonsted freedom of 
speech when a daily Press dare not 
discuss both sides of a question or 
speak a word in favour of an abused 
and porsecated stranger? Where is 
that liberty yonr fathers fought for 
that a mob led by alions can undis- 
tarbed hold their daily gatherings and 
threaten to hang your best citizens, 
burn their property, and denounce 
them as thieves? And where doos this 
Inwloss element look for encourage. 
mont but to that class which occupies 
a higher political place, whose oxag- 
gerated opinions concerniug the Chinese 
we have quoted?” Now these are 
strong words, but wo do not think 
that they are too strong. The 
ground has been traversed over 
and over again. The question has beon 
twisted so as to be seon under various 
lights, and when a Chinese Legation 
had boon received at Washington, and 
@ Chinese Cousnl accepted for San 
Francisco, there seemed reason to hope 
that a better day was about to dawn, 
but whon wo read the “dignity of 
labour” argument urged by a candidate 
for the Presidency against the hard. 
working, economical, patient Chinese, 
we confess to an uncomfortable sensa- 
tion. Look at the two types. See 
the Irishman reeking with giv, begging, 
shuffling, and lying to avoid an extra 
hour’s work, in ordor that he may 
return to his dram-shop, and the quiet, 
thrifty Chinese doing his daily task 
with scrupulous regularity, saving and 
peace-loving, looking forward to the day 
of return to his lares and penates, Let 
auy dispassionate person compare these 
two figures, and see which realises bis 
ideal of “the dignity of labour.” 











AFGHANISTAN. 
Tsover the terrible word “annibila- 
tion” is apparent!y too strong a one 
to bo applied to the catastrophe which 
has befallen our troops, it is clear that 
we have by uo means done with tho 
Afghans. There seems no reason to 
doubt tizat wo have made a mistake 
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too common in our Indian history. We 
have, as Colonel Malleson has lately 
pointed out, “either gone too far or 
not far enongh.” ‘The question is 
really two-fold; thore are two important 
points at issue with regard to Afghanis- 
tan—the frontier and the ruler. 
Concerning the frontier, it is difficult 
to write intelligibly without a sketch 
map, but yet a few points may be laid 
down, ‘The value of the scientific 
frontier” secured by the Treaty of 
_Gandamuck is equivocal in the opinion 
“of mon like Bonlger and Mallesou, and 
these men speak with anthority on this 
subject. But what is the substitute for 
that mach-reviled boundary? In a 
word, the present northern boundary of 
Afghauistan, The latest theory is to 
take as the basis of argument and action, 
“ Horat is tho gate of India,” and to 
hold that “garden and granary of 
Central Asia” in force. We should 
have to hold six posts; Herat in 
Khorasan, Maimaué, Shibargan, Takh- 
tapul aud Khulm in Afghan Tar- 
kestan, and Faizabad in Badakhshan, 
Ie is alleged that the dwellors in these 
regious hold the Afghans in such 
hatred and abhorrence that they would 
allow us to govern them ‘without 
trouble. It is to be feared that this 
is a sanguine view of the matter. ‘The 
mutual jealousies of the tribes create 
the difficulty. All the dwollers in 
these regious may hate the Afghans, 
but then unluckily they all hate each 
other, and so there would be scanty 
chancoof settled peace. If weconciliated 
oue tribe, we should make two our 
foes. In fact, when we read criticisms 
on the wisdom of taking the frontier 
line of the Treaty of Gundamuck, we 
seo that the objector bas truth on his 
side, but whatis there practically better? 
This new line with its six posts aud its 
vast oxtout of sweep, and its besetting 
hornets’ nests of contesting tribes to 
the right and to the left, is not a 
very practicable idea, aud will be found 
perhapg more difficult of realisation 
than the line secured by treaty. If 
We can keep what we have gained with 
80 much cost of men and money, it wit 
suit the present feeling of the country 
better than the more ambitious plau 
which flitted before the eyes of Lord 
Beaconsfield with regard to Herat. 
‘The scheme is a good scheme; we are 
propared to say that it would probably 
be cheap in the ond, but the present 
Government dare not, we imagine, ven- 
ture on such a climax of inconsistency 
as an attempt on Herat would be. 
certainly makes one’s mouth water to 
read of the advantages that would 
accrue to the holder of Herat. Colonel 
Malleson says, “ Place an army there, 
and nothing need be brought to it from 
Europe. Within the limits of the 
Herati territory all the great roads 
leading on India couverge. ‘The mines 
of tho Herati district supply lead, iron, 
aud sulphur ; the Sarfrce of many parts 
of the country is laden with saltpetro ; 
the willow and the poplar which make 
the best charcoal abound; the ficlds 




















produce in abundance corn and wine 
and oil, From the population attracted 
to its new ralers by good government, 
splendid soldiers might be obtained. 
Its conquest would be the first step to 
the enlistment of that splendid Turko- 
man cavalry, which for ages ‘as 
been the terror of Persia, and which 
has recently displayed its prowess by 
repulsing the advauco of Russia.” 
Bat if the frontior question is beset 
with difficulties, the selection of a 
raler is hardly less difficult. Though 
telegrams now and then give reassuring 
statements as to the character of 
Abdal Rahman, wo cannot readily bring 
ourselves to believe in him. He isa 
Ezuropeanised Oriontal, but he has been 
Europeanised by Russian, The ‘Times 
correspondent writes, with wouder and 
disgust, blouded:—"It would be, indeed, 
a strange result of all the labours 
and expense of the last eighteen mouths 
if England withdrew her armies from 
Afghanistan leaving it under the 
prospect of an undisguised Russianised 
Priuce obtaining power, after having 
entered it because the then raler euter- 
tained a Russian Embassy!" It is not 
easy to have compressed into a small 
space more entanglements, compromises, 
losses, mistakes aud disgraces than we 
have contrived to crowd into the last 
few months in regard to the frontier 
and the ruler of Afghanistan.

PEKING. 


Yesterday an Imperial decree was issued 
accusing the Grand Council of dilatoriness 
in advising the Throne, notwithstandin 
that decrees have frequently been issu 
calling upon them todo so. In the present 
complication of affairs it is alleged the 
ministers have delayed business to the 
detriment of the Empire, and the yaméns 
concerned are called upon to decide what 
their punishment shall be. This is sup- 

osed to be the last move of Prince Ch’un, 
and the decree is mainly intended for the 
degradation of Prince Kung. It is difficult 
to say what will be the result of it. A 
rumour is current that the yaméns con- 
cerned will first try to shirk their respon- 
sibility, and that if pressed to take action 
they will refuse to obey the Imperial com- 
mand. Confusion is indeed becoming 
more confounded, and the “house” is now 
more than ever divided against itself.

The Grand Council is composed of 
Ministers holding various offices in the 
different Government Boards, and is the 
Privy Council of the Sovereign, in whose 
presence its members are said to daily 
transact the business of the State, 1t is 
composed at present of the following mem- 

1 e Prince of Kunz, Pao Yiin, 
Shén Kei-fén, Wang Wen-shao, and 
Ching Lien. All these ministers are also 
members of the Tsung-li Yamén. Pao Yin, 
a Manchu, is also Supervisor-General of the 
Board of Civil Offico and Chancellor of the 
Hanlin College, and Ching Lien, who is 
also a Manchu, is First President of the 
Board of Revenue. 














TIENTSIN. 

A rumour reached us on Saturday from 
Peking which seems to have some claim 
for credence, yet the absence of particu- 





lars, or confirmatory circumstances, throws 
some doubt on its reliability. It is to 
the effect that all the members of the 
Grand Council have been degraded. Many 
things have been done by the “powers 
that be” in Peking of late which remind 
one very forcibly of the old proverb, 
“Whom the gods would destroy, they first 
make mad ;” yet such madness, at so critical 
a moment, bringing all tho wheels of the 
Central Goverment to a sudden standstill, 
when so much must be wrought out in 
some form or other, seems utterly impos- 
sible. 

More probable is the statement that a 
telogram was received last evening to the 
effect that an ultimatum had been sent to 
tho Chinese Government by Russia, to 
which the limit of sixty-five days was fixed 
for an answer, It is to this effect ; the 
old treaty to remain as arranged by Ch’ung 
How, to which the two following articles 
are to bo added, viz., that H.E. Ch’ung 
How shall be restored to all “his offices, 
honours and emoluments ; and that China 
shall indemnify Russia for all the expenses 
of the war to date. There seem to bo 
reasons for attaching some value to this 
statement, though almost nothing is known 
confirmatory of it. 

We hear of the arrival, or close proximity, 
of small river gunboats, also of troops 
in considerable numbers, most of whom 
are said to be on the way to the north- 
eastern frontier. Hero everything is quiot. 

The sun sill continues oppressive at mid- 
day, though the mercury does not indicate 
a very high tomporaturo, and the nights 
aro pleasant. Rain is much neoded.

NEWCHWANG. 

Thave not had much opportunity lately 
to give you any interesting nows, further 
than about weather, There is now 
something brewing, which I think, by 
watching carefully, will become a’ fair 
subject for special correspondence, unless 
the absurdity of the idea taken up by a 
high authority be the means of at onco 
quashing the controversy. ‘The Customs, 
who were not proverbial three years ago 
for the impartial manner in which business 
by all Governments should be conducted, 
owing to the man then at the head of the 
department not being strong enough for 
the place, havo lately, and for the last 
season of more, been most anxious to 
promote tho interests of merchants and 
commerce generally. Much good has been 
done, and the different Commissioners of 
Customs have proved, and aro daily 
giving fresh evidence of, their power to 
benefit the port and the community. 
Unfortunately for us, just at the time when 
the greatest unanimity is necessary to 
strike an average, as it were, against the 
sluggishness, to use a mild term, which 
prevailed before, on account of ‘local 
politics,” as our rows in tea-pots are styled 
here, a’great difference of opinion has shot 
up, like a horrid tall ghost, betweon the 
British Consul and tho Commissioner of 
Customs. ‘The secret is out, and as it is 
useless to stop tho mouths of people, the 
best plan is to ventilate the subject, 
especially as neither will give in—and it is 
not possible they can both bo right, Now 
sit, is this not a good preface for the 
story? I am sure that you are already 
interested. The facts are these :—“The 
consignees of steamers aro specially por- 
mitted by the Customs, when it is necos- 
sary to avoid delay, to go on loading aftor 
the Customs clearance has been given up. 
H.B.M.’s Consul now for the first timo 
objects thereto, on the ground that it is in 
contravention of Rule XIV of the General 
Port Regulations published in 1877.” That 
is the issue, and to an onlooker it opens a 
vista of complications amidst our small 
number that only the strovg hand of a 
superior can putan end to. ‘To me it sooms 
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there cannot be the shadow of a doubt that: 
the Consul has found a mare’s nest ; not 
only that, but he is like the bird that fouls 
its own nest, in so far that by stopping a 
privilege which is allowed at all other ports, 
‘and which till now has been a great boon to 
us here, he deprives his own countrymen 
of advantages which are not likely to be 
cavilled at by the 0.M.S.N. Co., or by the 
representatives of Franco (except because 
Mr. Allen is French Consul also), Germany, 
America, &., &e. 

‘Two English steamers havo already been 
stopped on accountof the objection raised by 
the Consul, but as no actual loss has taken 

Jaco in the shape of damage, it will not 
be ‘brought thoroughly home to the British 
Government that British interests are in 
the greatest peril. Such is the fact, hew- 
ever, and at any moment a vessel with a 
full ‘cargo may be arbitrarily detained, 
simply becauso it is her misfortune to be a 
Britiaher. 

T have carefully read the rule referred 
to, and unless my two brain hemispheres 
are not in accord, thereby causing a con- 
fusion of ideas, Itake it to mean :—* Ii 
the Customs make complaint as to a vessel 
discharging, ée., after she has the clearance, 
then the Consul, of whatever nationality 
the vessel may belong to, shall use the 

ower given him by the Order in Council 
1865), ce. It surely camot empower one 
person (say tho British Consul in Shanghai) 
to stop the working of all British vessels 
that may be permitted to take in cargo, 
ter the Customs clearance has been 
granted, or to withhold the ship’ 
which is practically the game thing, 
and which has already been the case 
here. Yot, if Nowchwang (it is not go 
up one noi) must be so treated, then I 
insist on all the ports in China being put 
on the same footing. No preferenco, 
fraudulent or otherwise. Let us be all 
feathered and tarred alike. By-the-bye, 
how will that clause in the treaty work 
that Lord Elgin was so determined on, 
called the “favoured nation’s clause,” it 
British vessels are dobarred from the ad 
tages allowed to every other nationality ? 

‘An action was brought a few days ago 
in'the United States Court against F. BP. 
Knight, on whom the petition was served 
porhaps at Tientsin or at Peking. His 
presence is required in consequence. We 
note that he is “ wanted” in Shaughai 
also, I wonder which of us will have the 
pleasuro of his company first.

will bo at libdrty to leave the port. Should 
any vessel take in or discharge cargo 
subsequent to the issue of the Customs 
clearance tho master will be subject to a 
penalty and the ship to such detention as 
may bo nocessary to the ends of justice.

CHINEIANG. 

In these days of decline to foreigners in 
this country, and when wo are accused by 
the Chinese—as was the case in the Swatow 
Guild mockery—of living too extravagantly 
as compared with the natives as traders, it 
would be well for every foreigner living 
here, or at any of the other ports in China 
under treaty stipulations, to upset this 
absurd fallacy by trying to discover and 
expose the true causo of how and in what 
manner the cunning Celestial and his 
Government force upon us this unfair 
competition by artful lekin rogulations and 
never-ceasing barrier interferences. It 
may interest Sir Thomas Wade and his 
friends, the dependent Commissioners of 
Customs, as well as some Consuls only too 
ready to fall in with the oily views of 
any Taotai who chooses to shew courtesy 
and polite hypocrisy, to know that in this 
port, as in all others newly opened to trade, 
the ’ foreign Customs actually im; 
an additional tax upon the usual native 
Customs fees, thereby handicapping the 
foreign shipping to such an extent as 
to deprive steamers and all foreign craft 
from participating in the trade of what 
is misnomerically called an open port. 
If this port were free and open, a line 
of small steamers would at once run direct 
between this and Ningpo, with which 
place a large business in rice, &e., is done, 
but it is confined to native bottoms not 
under the control of the foreign Customs. 
These vessels get their-duties upon rice 
cleared from the native office 30 per cent 
Jess than foreign steamers can, All this 
trade is conducted on the north bank, 
where McBain’s line of steamers are com: 
pelled by foreign Customs employés to 
anchor. If nativo shippers wish to bag the 
rice alongside the Hulk on that side of the 
river, the native Customs compel the 
shipper, or failing this the owner of the 
cargo-boat, to pay a lekin for export (addi- 
tional duties to foreign Customs) which 
amounts to more than half of the amount 
charged upon the whole freight to Shanghai, 
‘Therefore a native boat ia charged less duty 
by nearly 70 per cent. than what is exacted 
from McBain’s steamers while anchored 
on that bank. This is a fact generally 
known, but as no apparent efforts have 
been made to stop it, I can only suppose 
that tho foreign officials do not caro to 
disturb the even tenor of their way by 
taking steps for an equitable solution as to 
how foreigners aro to compete against such 
extraordinary odds. My experience dates 
from other ports than ‘this, and T_ feel 
sure that unless foreigners, with all their 
energy, are treated here upon the same 
footing that Chinese are on British soil, 
our days as traders are numbered in this 
and, a land, too, wherein there are oceans 
of scope for enterprise and commerce. 

While our Minister is humbling himself 
at the table of a Customs employé, fighting 
diplomatic battles with a Chinese satrap 
to aid this nation either for war or peace, 
or any terms possible against Russian 
invasion of that almost useless territory, Ili, 
we, that Minister’s own countrymen, are 
being noglected. Our idea is here to let 
the Russians come, as they aro the only 
true diplomats for this country, and they 
would help to give us the same free scope 
to trade which the Celestial enjoys. in 
other countries, and which the Treaty of 
Livadia would have done had it been rati- 
fied. Our object should be to open up the 
whole country to trade ; do away with the 
foreign Customs, or amalgamate the five 
orsix different squeeze establishments, both 
native and foreign, into one establishment 
responsible to provincial Governors on the 
one part (for collection) and to Pekimg 
(imperial) on tho other. Disestablish 




















fixed positions for our Consuls at the 
smaller ports, and place them on the 
same footing as the Judges who visit assize 
towns in England, Tustitute provincial 
residents in each provincial capital through- 
out the Empire ; and so let us depend upon 
the action of the native local authorities, 
subject, of course, to appeal to the provincial 
or assize mixed courts. There would then 
be no local jealousies among officials, native 
or foreign, and a very great impediment 
to our progress in this country would be 
removed. 

‘By these means wo could extend our 
trade and over-reach those silly arguments 
about foreign extravagance. What a field 
there is were weallowed to take oursteamera 
where even the native officials, who are also 
semi-traders, take. theirs at’ the present 
time! What a boon this would be to 
foreigners and Chinese alike! Tho only 
sufferers would be some of the rapacious 
and smaller officials, and surely humanity, 
celestial or terrestial, could well spare them 
the Joss of their position, Divested of 
their guilds and secret organisations, offi- 
cially recognised as protection against the 
foreigner, the Chinese are no better as 
traders nor less extravagant than we are 
ourselves. Wero we able to trado in any 
town throughout the Empire we should get 
outside the ring which is formed around 
us, and which is so clearly perceptible at 
tho smaller ports, the actual snows to 
Shanghai. it is a curious fact that here, 
as in other out-ports, foreigners are only 
able, to procure’ compradores from ono 
family. The foreign compradores of this 
place, with two exceptions, are all related,

‘The Imperial German Consul at Amoy is 
shortly expected to visit Foochow. 

Tt is said that the Foochow garrison is to 
be reinforced by several thousand braves 
from a ceutral province, and that other 
preparations would be made were counsels 
more united and the provincial exchequer 
better supplied. 

BLE, the Governor-General of Fubkien 
and Chékiang has, it is said, beeu continued 
in his present post for another term, aud 
has been excused from going up to Court 
to ask for audience, a visit customary at 
the end of each three years’ term of office. 

Since the date of our last tea report, a 
Jarge business has been doue in Congou, 
almost entirely in commonest grades of 
whole leaf; prices are slightly stronger. 
In other grades there has not been much 
demand, but holders are firm. In Souchong 
and Oolong small purchases only are 
reported. In scented tea there has been 
hardly anything doing.

WLADIVOSTOCE. 

It is understood that the Government 
coal contract taken by Messrs. Galbers and 
Co. is for ten thousand tons, and we have 
already three vessels in the harbour, two 
English and one Anstican, dischargin 
coals. Coals have always been discharg 
at the port depat, but a new receiving-place 
for this contract has been made at the 
‘opposite side, at the Seaweed Point. 

in Friday morning last, a sailor on board 

the Mount Lebanon fell from the mast- 
head, and, striking the ship's side, fell in 
the water, He was picked up in an insen- 
sible state and removed to the dock, where 
he died two hours later. 

About a week ago the Russian man-of- 
war Naesdnik arrived here from Nagasaki, 
with Admiral Aslambekoff on board, and 
this morning the ironclad Knias Pocharsky 
(Knias c. Prince) came in. Yesterday the 
.8.8, Swatara arrived, as far as I know, 
from Hakodate. She is only the second 
foreign man-of-war which has visited 
Wladivostock this year; the Pegasus giving 
us a call last month. 

‘The summer has been uncommonly dry. 
With the exception of the last week we 
have hardly had any rain, and the trees 
and grass looked very much the worse for 
this ‘dryness. The dust on the roads has 
nearly been suffocating. During the last few 
days we have, however, had showers, and 
the weathor continues threatening rain. 

The shipping in the harbour has been 
somewhat livelier this year than usual. Up 
till now we have had eight steamers in the 
yummer, and most of these 
‘or more. Of the eight, 
three were Russian, namely, tho Nini 
Novgorod, Moskiea, and Wladivostock ; two 
German,’ Asia and Wille; one English, 
Appin; one American, Cour 
Danish, Asia. The latter one is in harbour 
at present, having just finished discharging 
coals for the Government, She will leave 
for Nagasaki to-morrow. 

There is no furthor news at presont 
here, Even the rumour manufacturers 
seem to be on strike, At present wo 
are unbelievers; we don't believe the 
port will be changed ; we don’t believe in a 
war ; and wo don’t believo in a whole lot of 
things generally. [ think this scopticism 
is sign of the rising civilisation in Port 
‘TheBritish barqueAleeanderNewton, which 
arrived here on the 14th inst. from’ Naga- 
saki, had on board six Japanese sailors, 
whom she picked up at sea about forty miles 
from Tashima, from a shipwrecked junk, 
on which the poor fellows had drifted for 
a day, four of the crew having been 
drowned before assistance was rendered. 
On arrival at this port, the Japanese cum- 
mercial agent took charge of them.

TAKOW. 

We (China Mail) hear from Takow of a 
sad accident in which a young sailor 
behaved with great gallantry. ‘The incident 
occurred over a month ago, but deserves to 
be recorded notwithstanding, Our cor- 
respondent’s letter is dated Takow, 29th 
July, and he says :— This afternoon the 
German barque Ino arrived from Hongkong 
to Messrs. Elles & Co., the vessel having left 
your port on the 12th instant, ‘There was 
a heavy surf on the Bar, but the captain 
of the Jest Glen offered to put the captain 
or niate on shore to enter at the Consulate, 
In crossing the Bat the boat was unfortun- 
ately capsized, and rolled over. Luckily 
the tide was strong flood ; had it been other- 
wise, none of them would have been saved ; 
as it was, one man (a seaman) was drowned, 
while others were picked up by catamarans 
just inside the surf. There was a plucky 
youngster in the boat, au apprentice just 
out of his time, who swam in, and on 
meeting the boats on their way out to 
reuder assistance, he signalled them to 
hurry out to the others and uot to heed 
him. This same young fellow, when he 
heard that one man was missing, swam 
back and dived five or six times for his 
comrade, but without success. ‘This was 
done, it must be borne in mind, in a seaway 
with a heavy surf breaking, and with a tide 
which threatened tu wash him on to the 
rugged rocks which are sharp as knives 
aud would have torn him to pieces had he 
got on to them.” We are sorry that the 
name of this gallant young fellow is not 
given, but trust that we may hear further 
of his conduct. 











HONGKONG. 

‘The Daily Press is informed by a Chinese 
merchant in the Colony of a proceeding 
on the part of the master of a merchant 
steamer which reflects anything but credit 
upon him, ‘The vessel in question arrived 


here a short time ago from Saigon, and 
on the passage up, one of the Chinese 
passengers, a respectable trader, died. The 
passonyers thereupon asked the captain to 
bring the body on to Hongkong instead of 
burying it, as he wanted to do, and said 
they would guaranteo him a sum of $50 a8 
a present. To this the captain consented. 
Upon arrival here, however, our informant 
says the captain demanded §250 before ho 
would deliver up the body, and as this was 
not forthcoming, he threatened to inter it 
in the water. The manager of a well-known 
Chinese hong then offered $75 to him, 
which was refused, and the body was 
placed in a sampan and taken to Green 
Island, where it was consigued to the deep. 
Upon hearing this, the aforesaid mat 
communicated with the agents, and hired 
the sampan that buried the deceased to go 
and drag about the spot to find the body, 
at tho same time offering a reward of $10. 
‘The body has, however, never been found. 
We can only hope the captain referred to 
will be able to offer some satisfactory 
explanation of this story. 

‘Phe China Mail reports that a bold and 
impudent burglary was committed during 
the night of the 22nd inst. at Messrs. 
Sayle & Co.'s “premises, Quoen’s Road 
Central, in the very heart, it may be said, 
of the Business portion of the town, ‘The 
store was locked up on Saturday night as 
usual, and the permanent watchman at the 
frout of the building and another at the 
back were at their posts. Nothing was 
heard or seen by cither of thera during the 
night to excite suspicion, and it was only 
when the accountant, Mr. Hurley, had 
finished some important amail work ‘which 
took him to the office carly on Sunday and 
! Kept biitn employed there till past mid-day, 
ig was observed which led to 
‘i 1g made. A lot of matches 
‘i seatteredl about the office floor ; 
the compradore’s drawer was found open 
‘aud empty (itis believed somes10 or $50 had 
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boon abstracted therefrom), and on a rough 
inapection being made, it wasdiscovered that 





inope: 
alarge quantity of goods had been stolen 
by burglars. ‘The selection they had made 
was choice and varied, and the most yalu- 
able articles had been chosen. The thieves 
are supposed to have got in by the roof, 
and in all probability they had removed 
their plunder by the same means of 
communication. ‘The house next to Messrs. 
Sayle’s promises has been vacant for some 
short time, and if they had been concealed 
therein they could have no doubt made 
their way easily on to the top of the house, 
and gained admittance through the sky- 
ight into the tailors’ room, which com- 
prises the uppermost story. "The door at 
the foot of the stairs leading thence into 
the upper show-room was bolted and pad- 
locked on the other side to that from 
which they would approach it; but this 
difficulty they surmounted by cutting out 
a piees of the door, apparently with 
burglar’s strap saw.’ They appropriated 
silks, handkerchiefs, stockings, and a whole 
general lot of goods, the amount, so far as 
can be roughly estimated, being between 
$300 and $400. ‘This is only the approxi- 
mate value, of course ; in such an extensive 
warehouse it would be impossible to 
rockon upat once everything that is missing. 
It would appear as if Mr. Hurley's taking 
up his post in the office early in the morn 
ing had disturbed the men at their thiev- 
ing operations, for in the tailor’s room, 
there was found a large sheet or piece of 
cloth with a good armful of stockings in 
it, as if the thieves had been Jed to leave 
while in the act of making up still another 
bundle. ‘They would seem to have been 
pretiy voll acquninted with the premises 
7 the way they had laid their plans, and 
the facility with which they went to the 
different parts of the building where the 
desired booty was stored. ‘The Police were 
at once communicated with, and it is hoped 
they may be able to lay their hands on 
these enterprising midnight robbers, 














NAGASAKI.

It may be a slight consolation 
to know that Nagasaki does not stand 
alone in this respect, as recent exchanges 
report great fluctuation in temperature and 
unusually heavy rains in various parts of 
both China aud Japan, It was with 
extreme regret that we heard of the 
sudden decease of Mr. C. N. Mancini, 
which occurred about 3 p.m. on Tnesday 
last, from the effect-of a sunstroke received 
vhilst out énjoying a social picnic with his 
wife and family, and a few friends, the 
previous day, in the vicinity of Hiogo, 
where he has been residins since leaving 
Nagasaki, some fifteen mouths ing 
a residence of over fifteen years in Japan, 
the greater portion of which has been spent 


























deservedly earned the respect and esteem 
of_many, by whom his death will be greatly 
lainented, and much sympathy will be felt 
for his bereaved wife and family. 

An unusual disturbance was created in 
the vicinity of the Shinchi Police Station 
on the evening of the 18th inst., by an 
attempted rescue, by a number of China- 
men, of a fellow-countryman who had 
been arrested by the native police for 
assaulting a Japanese girl, The assault 
took place near Shinchi about half-past

One or 
two of the combatants received injuries 
that necessitated their removal to the 
Hospital. ‘The prisoners were handed over 
to the Chinese Consular authorities early 
the following morning.—Rising Sun.

COREA, 

Itis.a well-known fact to our countrymen 
that Corea behaves as if sho wore part of 
the Chinese dominion, adopting Chinese 
forms of ceremony, using the Chinese 

alendar, and doing homage to that Empire. 
But it really appears as if the intercourse 
between the two countries was not friendly. 
{tis stated that no Chinainan is allowed to 
travel in.tho interior of Corea, and when 
one of them attempts to transgress this rule, 
the authorities escort him to the boundary 
and tell him to go away as far as possible, 
a\s even the Chinese are treated in this way, 
the behaviour toward foreigners of Western 
nations might be expected to be yet more 
strict. According to law, no Coreau is 
allowed to even hold an interview with a 
foreigner, and whenever a vessel of any 
Western ‘nation comes within sight from 
the land, guns are to be fired at her at 
‘once to ‘prevent her approach. In con- 
formity with this law, when the American 
man-of-war lately left Fusan the guns at 
the castle were loaded with blank cart- 
ridge and fired several times, so as to make 
people believe that the ship was really 
obliged to leave by the firing.

ABSTRACT OF PEKING GAZETTES. 
Tuly 25th.—(1) Wan Ch’ing-li, President 
of the Board of Civil Office, is allowed to 
resign the Deputy Goveruorship of the 
‘Metropolitan Prefecture. 
(2). Memorial from the Censor Li Chi 
_ han, representing that reforms are urgent 
called for in the manner of conducting the 
examinations in Peking for the degree of 
metropolitan or provincial graduate. The 
Jaws governing the conduct of these examina- 
tions are explicit enough and provide 
for every emergency, but the enforcement 
of these provisions has become slack by 
lapse of time, and numerous abuses have 
sprung up. For instance, there were more 
than a hundred essays presented at the 
recent test examination of chié jénthatshould 
have excluded the writers from competing 
at the chin shih examination; and at the 
first course of this examination there were 
two candidates who remained until dark 
of tho concluding day and then sent in 
plank papers, while some ten or more had 
not finished their compositions. At the 
second and third courses the same thing 
happened, Now, if the lsiang sik 
examinations at which these men lad been 
passed had been fairly conducted, how 
could such a thing happen, as the inability 
of a candidate to write a paper? The 
memorialist also hears that many provincial 
graduates send substitutes to compete at 
the metropolitan examination, and do 
not entor the onclosure themselves ; and 
that papers are written outside and passed 
in to the candidates. That such abuses 
are allowed is due partly to the corru 
tion of the underlings on duty, but it 
is attributable in equal measure to the 
carelessness of the superintending officials. 
Unless strenuous reforms therofore are 
instituted, these abuses will increaso as 
timo goes on, and theré will be no end to 
them. ‘Tho memorialist begs to submit for 
His Majesty’s approval a few suggestions 
to that end’ 
Firatly. — The preparations should be 
completed earlier, - By law all preparations 
for the conduct of the Asiang shih examina- 
tion should be ready by the dth of the 
8th moon, and those for the hui shih 
by the 4th of the 3rd moon, When 
the preparations are complete, officers 
should inspect the rows of cells and check 
each cell off, after which all the doors 
should be closed and sealed. This year 
the workmen had not finished their pre- 
parations until the night of the Sth of 
the 3rd moon, and before they had left, the 
eople bringing supplies for the examiners 
Pad already enteres the enclosure, so that 
thore was a mixed crowd inside, anyone 
entering who chose, amongst whom sub- 
stitutes and others might well have 
introduced themselves. To avoid such 
occurrences in future, the memorialist 
would suggest that all ‘work should here- 
after be finished by the 27th of the 7th 
moon in the caso of the fisiang shih, and 
the 27th of the 2nd moon in the case of the 
hui shih, and that after the inspection has 
been held by the authorised officials, net 
a single person should be allowed to remain 
within the onclosure. The servants and 
underlings on duty should then be passed 
into the enclosure through one of the side 
gates, under the inspection of the Censor 
appointed for that purpose. 
econdly.—Care should be taken in the 
selection of the copyists employed to 
transcribe the papers. ‘This year, under 
the new regulation, the copyists were 
subjected to an examiuation at the 
Shun-t'ien Fu before acceptance, but 
the majority of them were as slipshod a 
Tot as ever, and he hears that most of the 
applicants for the post from the Chibli dis- 
tricts could neither read nor write, and 
although there were not many of those 
who presented themselves that could not 









































read, substitutes were easily procurable. 
No pains were taken to classify these appli- 
cants, so that when the names of the copy- 
ists were called over previous to going in 
and there wore found to be too many, tho 
‘ones not required were turned back without 
distinction, instead of discarding the worse 
opiate and retaining the bettor ones.

accumulated by the action of the wind, 
has raised the level of the ground outside, 
so that if the thorn-bushes on the top of the 
wall should happen to be displaced it would 
be an easy matter to climb over. In fact, 
the memorialist understands that if a man 
gets upon the shoulders of another and 
throwsa fur-garment over the thorn-bushes 
he can easily get astride of them and slip 
into the enclosure. ‘This being the case, 
communication with those inside is perfectly 
possible. ‘The walls should therefore be 
heightened several feet, and extra thorn- 
bushes placed upon them. 

Fourthly.—In sending in the papers of the 
candidates for inspection by the examiners, 
ots should be drawn as to which Prefecture 
has the preference, instead of, as at present, 
always giving the preference to the papers of 
candidates from the chief Prefecture of the 
province. ‘The result of this arrangoment 
is that tho candidates from outlying Pre- 
fectures do not stand an equal chance, for 
the selections have already been made 
before their papers come wuler inspection, 
As an evidence of this fact the examina- 
tions of the present year may be quoted. 
Fuhkien is allotted twenty chin shih 
degrees, and out of the twenty men passed, 
eighteen came from Foochow. Kuangtung 
is allotted sixteen degrees, and thirteen of 
the successful candidates came from the 
Canton Prefecture. 

Should the above suggestions be adopted, 
they should be printed in the form of 
regulations and distributed amongst all 
tho officials inside and outside of the 
enclosure. (For decree seo Gazette of July 
12th.) 

‘July 2Weh.—(1) Pung Hua is directed to 
assume the Deputy Governorship of the 
Shun-tien Prefecture in addition to his 
other duties. 

2) Tung Hsiin, President of the Board 
of Revenno, is absolved from attendance at 
the Tsung-li Yamén, or office for the con- 
trol of Foreign Affairs. 

[Wote.—Tung Hsiin, President of tho 
Board of Revenue, has been a Minister of 
the Tsung-li Yamén almost since the date 
of its establishmont.] 

(8) Memorial front the Tartar General at 
Foochow, the Governor-General of Min- 
chéh, and the Governor of Fuhkien, report- 
ing that the city of Foochow has been visited 
bya continnous succession of heavy rains, 
but, so far, no disastrous consequences 
have ensued. ‘The memorialist, Ho Ching, 
assumed charge of his present duties 
early in the year 1877, and a few weeks 
afterwards the provincial capital was visited 
by disastrous floods that drove numbers of 
people from their humes, and filled the 
hearts of their rulers with never-ceasing 
pity. It scomed to him at that time that 
the narrowness of the outlet into the sea 
for the waters of the Tai-chiang, swelled 
by the drainage of the rivers and streams 
higher up, and the opposing action of the 
tide was a constant source of danger. He 
accordingly summoned the officials and 
gentry of the city, and having learned from 
them the condition of the water-ways of 
the [province], considered how [he might 
Dest abate the evil from which they had 
suffered.] In pursuance of the plans then 
formed, he proceeded to raise funds in 
the autumn of that year to mect the 
expense of diverting the waters of the Wu- 
lung River below the sca wall ) by way 
of Min-an to the sea, and so relieve the 
pressure upon the T’si-chiang. This year, 
after the spring had set in, there were 
steady and continuous rains, accompanied 






































by chilly weather that gave warning of the 
approach of meteorological conditious simi- 
lar to those of 1877, aud called for the 
adoption of precautions, The memorialists 
accordingly iook counsel together, and 
gave orders that a number of life-boats 
should be hired endl kept in the river near 
the city in readiness to be despatched to 
any place at which they might be wanted. 
Troops were also drafted off to patrol 
the neighbourhood, and officers were told 
off to open the granaries and have rico 
hulled in readiness for distribution to 
sufferers who might be in need of charitable 
relief, ‘The preparations had only just been 
completed, when, on the 3rd of June, the 
rain again fell in torrents, as wasanticipated, 
and continued day and night until the 
10th, during which time the river rose 
higher and higher, and there were from two 
to five feet of water outside the eity on the 
west, south, and east side ; there were from 
two to three feet of water also inside the 
westorn, southern and eastern gates, while 
tho street leading from tho western gate, 
that lies comparatively low, was also from 
oneto twofeet deop in water. ‘The condition 
of things was slightly better than in the 
year 1877, but the people, mindful of the 
jesson they then learned, had moved to 
higher ground, the life-boats coming to the 
rescue of those who could not get away in 
time. No lives, therefore, were lost, and 
last year’s harvest boing a good one, the 
people had a small supply of grain in storo, 
and were not in such a famishing conduct 
‘as on the previous occasion, ‘thanks to 
the steps that had been taken to clear the 
Wu-lung River, as soon as the rain ceased 
the waters began to subside. The memo- 
rinlists were daily on the city walls superin- 
tending and Keeping a look-out. ‘Tho 
country folk kept quie., and in the city itaolt 
no houses or walls fell down, and by the 
12th of June the floods had subsided. But 
the sky is now again overcast, and seems 
to threaten heavy rain, while as this is the 
period of spring tides, it is possible that 
Hoods may once more cnsue, ‘The memo- 
rialists will, however, continue to maintain 
a precautionary attitude, aud will positively 
not relax their efforts. They will also 
continue to be diligent in prayers, and 
endeavour to purify the fekin and judicial 
systoms from abuses in order to invite the 
hiarmonising attributes of Heaven.—Re- 
scripts: Woe have perused the memorial, 
and are deeply impressed with the impor- 
tance of this question. The Governor- 
General and his colleagues must positively 
be careful to make every preparation for 
the issue of relief. They will at the same 
time direct their subordinates duly to 
iinister to those who have been driven 
from their homes by the floods. 

(4) Wén Hsiu, Superintendent of live 
stock and house duty for the western 
division of Peking, reports that his receipts 
for the year ending 19th Juno, 1880, 
amounted to Tis. 17,526, being ‘fis. 5,302 
short of the assessed amount. He attributes 
this falling off to the want of rain in 
the spring, the consequent decrease in the 
number of sheep and horses brought down 
to Peking, and the difference in exchange 
between Peking and other places. 

July 27th.—(1) The Governor of Shan- 
tung forwards a return of the native duties 
collected at the Tung Hai Kuan, or Chefoo 
Customs, during the year ended 7th Feb- 
ruary, 1880. ‘the Tung Hai Kuan em- 
braces the port of Chefoo and twenty-three 
outside stations, and the total reeipts for 
the year were Tls. 57,412, exclusive of Ts. 
8,300 duty on opium, remitted as it was 
collected. ‘This amount falls short of the 
assessment by Tis. 4,587, which it is 
requested the Superintendent may not be 
called upon to make good, tho deficit being 
attributable to causes beyond his control. 
—Referred to the Board uf Revenue. 

July 28th.—() Memorial from Ming 
An, Governor of Kirin, and his colleague 
‘Yii Liang, sting forth that in consequence 
of the daily increasing population of Kirin, 
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and the difficulty of maintaining an 
adequate supply of fuel, they have decided 
to solicit permission to open coal-mines 
as an experiment, upon the ont-turn of 
which they propose to levy a lekin tax, 
in the hope that the project will prove a 
source of revenue to the Empire and a 
benefit to the people at large. ‘The Man- 
chu population of Kirin hitherto 
‘cut fuel for cooking purposes. Tho memo- 
rialists find that in the 21st year of Chia 
Ch'ing (1817), Fu Chien, the. Governor at 
that time, obtained the Imperial consent 
to the opening of three coal-mines at 
Huang-shan-tzi, and the levy of a 
tax upon the’ produce. These mines 
were worked for somo years, and in 
1869, Fu Ming-ah, who was Governor at 
that time, applied for permission to open 
eight more mines at Huo-shih-ling-tzit 
and othor places. On reference to the 
Board of Revenue, however, they roplied 
that the elements of sedition still existed 
in the Kirin region ; that the opening of 
additional mines would necessitate the 
congregation of a number of workmen, 
amongat whom would be men of indifferent 
character, and it would be difficult to 
exerciso proper supervision over them. 
that as the locality in queation was 
to the Imperial Hunting Preserves, 
which was forbidden territory, the féngahut 
of the lator might possibly bo interfered 
with, ‘They requested thereforo that all 
these minos might be closed. The 
memorialists would respectfully observe 
that the object of government is to 
fostor tho people, and that the turning to 
advantage of the natural products of the 
earth that lie to hand is in no way beyond 
the acope of this object, while, as their 
proposal affects the revenue applicable to 
military purposes, a matter of special 
importance, its adoption is dictated by the 

ties of the time. Of lato the popula- 
the Kirin province has been steadily 
on the increase, and is now becoming 
dense, The moro that fuel is cut upon the 
hills, by ao much the more does it recede, 
until it becomes no easy matter to transport 
it, and its value rises every day, and as it 
in a daily necessity of life, its acquisition 
becomes more and moro a burdon to them. 
Tf coal is not worked to supply this want, in 
the course of a scoro or so of years, fuel will 















become still more scarce and the cooking of | e: 


food almost an impossibility. ‘The province 
pousosses only throocoal-mines, the out-turn. 
of which is not sufficient to supply the 
whole province. Some timo since the 
momorialist received a Council despatch 
embodying an Imperial decree relating to 
exponditure generally, in which it was 
pointed out that if it wore possible in any 
provinco to develop sources of income, it 
Was the duty of tho high authorities’ of 
auch provinces to do their best to carry out 
Any measur to that ond. “As tha records 
will show, tho memorialists at onco replied 
that by the experimental opening of coal- 
mines tho people might derive benefit, and 
evento would bo raised. On the 8th of 
Tune, whilo they wore in the act of making 
enquiries with a view to putting tho plan 
Into oporatign, a communication was 
received from tho Board of Works to the 
offect that it had been represented to them 
by one Ch'ung Ch'i, a graduate by pur- 
abse; and others, ‘that at Kua-tzii-kou 
and other wasto and hilly districts in Kirin, 
surface coal was cropping out, showing 
that tho rogion was worth working. All 
these places wore a long way from the 
provincial capital, and the féngshui would 
hot be interfored with in any way. The 
applicants were prepared to provide the 
capital necessary, and would hire natives 
of the country to go and work the 
mines. The Board went on to say that 
they were’ not prepared to give a hasty 
assent to these propositions, and begeed 
the momorialists to send an officer with 
all despatch to the places indicated in 
Ob’ung Ch'i's petition, and make a careful 
survey of tho ground.’ Applicationa were 























also received from natives of the province 
for permission to open mines experi- 
mentally, upon the out-turn of which 
they undertook to pay the regular taxes. 
Tho memorialists are humbly of opinion 
that the opening of coal-mines would be 
a measure beneficial to the soldiery on the 
‘one hand and tho Imperial revenue on the 
other, the advantages arising thorefrom 
being inexhaustible. Former’ Governors 
havo all arrived at this conclusion, but the 
Board of Revenue, being actuated by a 
genuine doubt lest the bad characters in a 
region that was still disturbed might avail 
themselves of the opportunity to ferment 
disturbance, requested His Majosty to order 
that the mines be kept closed. ‘The anxiety 
of the Board showed due forethought, 
but of lato the action taken against the 
mounted banditti has already resulted in 
the dispersion of the larger bands. The 
suppression of the principal leaders of the 
banditti in the gold districts will follow, 
but as it will be impossible to eject the 
immigrants from all quarters that h 
come to this region in search of subsi 
tence, unless means are afforded them 
of earning a living, it is only too probable 
that they, too, will form themselves into 
bands of brigands. If, on the other hand, 
coal-mines are experimentally opened, the 
homeless poor can all earn a living by the 
labour of their hands, and will turn from 
vagabondsto order-loving and well-disposed 
people; a reformation, it seoms to the 
memorialists, of decided advantage to the 
country. 

Under the old regulations, a fixed tax of 
ls, 17.6.8 was paid by each mine, But 
now that a lekin tax is lovied on all goods 
to meet financial deficits, coal should of 
course not be exompt from the impost, and 
it is proposed that a tax of ono per cent. 
shall be paid on the selling price, instead, 
as heretofore, of levying a fixed tax upon 
the mine itself, So small a chargo as this 
will be gladly borne, and if th 
out to be rich, the rovenue 
certainly be abundant. Not only will 
thero be a sure supply of food and fuel on 
which to count, but the price of fire-wood 
will be equalised, traders and people will 
alike enjoy the benefits of the chango, and 
the revenue obtained will help, if obly to a 
small extent, to meet the demands for 
nditure on military account. 
ff His Majesty's consent is obtained to 
the proposals now submitted, the memo- 
ts will select compotent ‘and reliable 
officials, who will proceed to the various 
places indicated, and make caroful investiga- 
tion with a view to discover whether coal 
is to be found actually to oxist in sufficient 

juantities tobe worth the working, and who- 
ther the opening of mines would interforo 
with the féngshui of the Imperial Huntin; 
Reserves. Thoy will be further instruct 
to submit plans of the minos it is proposed 
to opon, when rogulations will be carefully 
considered, and the plan of action to bo 
adopted will bo submitted for His Majest 
approval. (For decree, sanctioning this 
scheme, see Gazette of 17th July.)

SHANGHAI SAILING CLUB YACHT RACE, 


At the time appointed for the yachts to 
start_on Saturday rain was falling heavily, 
and it threatened to be a thoroughly wet 
afternoon. Nevertheless five boats put in 
an appearance, the Pinafore, Fai 
Snipe and Lillie. The course was 
the river toa stake-hoat moored off the 
Point, back and round H.MS. Encounter, 
down the river again to the stake-bost, 
and finishing on the starting line, which 
was drawn in the mind’s eye from the 
Police Hulk to the Pootung Church spire. 
‘The stake-boat and H.M.S. Encounter had 
to be luffed round ; the boats to round tho 
same way as the leading one. ‘The tide 
was the first of the flood, and the wind 
north-easterly, light and ‘puffy, On the 
lowering of the flag on the Police Hulk, the 
boats crossed the line as follow:

All the boats carried their fall mainsail, 
and, with the exception of tho Arrow, used 
their jibs. It was a hard beat down. ‘There 

‘was no change in the order of starting until 

opposite the Tannery, where tho Fairy 

compelled the Pinafore, while on tho star- 
board tack, and thus having the right of 
way, to go about, and soon afterwards the 

Fairy took the lead and obtained a good 

advantage. ‘Tho Pinafore also improved 

her position ax regards the Arrow, 
tho Lillie passed the Snipe near Collier's 

Dock, but at this time tho other threo 

boats’ had rounded the stako-boat, ‘Tho 

Fairy rounded with an advantage of thr 

and a half minutes of the Pinafore, w 

was two and threo-quarter minutes ahead 

of the Arrow. With the wind and tide 
favourable for tho run back, the Fairy 
increased her lead to nearly half a milo 
before the Pinafore got round, and the 

Pinafore likewise increased her lend to 

fully a quarter of a mile of the Arrow. 

Both the Pinafore and Arrow drow on the 

Fairy in the ran up, but the Fairy still main- 

tained a strong lead and rounded H.M.S, 

Encounter a minute and a half beforo tho 
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| Pinafore. Both these boats went round on 


tho port tack, while the Arrow, which was 
five minutes atter the Pinafore, rounded on 
the starboard tack, but went about and 
passed under the stern of tho Encounter 
again. ‘The Lillie and Snipe camo up about 
a quarter of an hour afterwards, and tho 
latter gave up the race. Beating was 
again necessary, and the wind not. being 
0 strong as it was at the start, it was 
difficult to get round Pootung Point. 
‘This accomplished, long legs wero made on 
the port tack as far as the Tannery, when 
short tacks were made on the Hongkew 
side. The Lillie turned back opposite the 
Tannery, and the Pinafore, which had been. 
holding her own with ‘the’ Fairy, did like- 
wine just below the Camap. -Darlmess vas 
fast closing in, but the Fairy and Arrow 
persevered and wert over the course, 
‘The former maintained her lead and 
won the prize, unless a protest is entered 
by the Pinafore against the breach of the 
sailing rules which tended to deprive her 
of the lead off the Tannery in the first run 
down. If a protest is entered and decided 
against the Fairy, it is a question whether 
the way in which the Arrow rounded H.BLS. 
Encounter would not render her ineli 
for the prize, and she was the only other 
boat that went over the course.

tried by this at present positive “pest.” 
‘The public cannot rightly blame the well- 
meaning, but at present wholly unorga- 
nised, class of pour fellows, stragyling as 
they do for a livelihood, the simplicity 
of which produces for them the keenest 
competition. In the absence of any 
rules and regulations by which their

individual rights are looked after, they 
must, in all fairness, be allowed to do the 
best they can for themselves. It is need- 
less to dilate upon the various conveniences 
and annoyances of the jinriksha ; suffice 
it t6 say that the chief annoyances 
experienced by the public are being sur- 
rounded by a dozen or more of the 
coolies whenever one emerges from a public 
establishment of any kind whatsoever, 
the reckless danger cansed to traps by a 
simultaneous dash across the street of the 
wheeled brigade, and the equally dangerous 
after-effects—the recoil in confusion and 
reluctance across the road, midst barrows, 
jinrikshas, traps, water-carts, coolies with 
murdens, ‘and sometimes to the terrible 
of rash pedestrians, who may be 
trying to cross the road, particularly at 
the Custom House. Public lethargy and 
a firm belief instilled into the community 
that “what can’t be cured must be 
endured” have brought about this state of 
affairs, When on complaining not long 
since to a foreign constable in the Freuch 
Municipal Police (who happened to be 
ing in the vicinity of the Hotel des 
jolonies at the time I speak of) that I 
could not cross the road, because twenty 
different jintikshas intended me to take a 
ride with them ; when I say, on expostulat- 
ing at this state of affairs, one is told with 
ashrug of the shoulders,“ que voulez-vous, 
monsigur? Il faut dtre toujours igi pour les 
empécher !” then, Tsay, affairs have indeed 
reached a deplorable condition. ‘The two 
or throe extra constables who now parade 
the Bund, in response to the recent agita- 
tion in the Press, are of but very little 
use, This seems a hard statement to 
make in the face of the kind endeavours 
of the Council to in somo, way mitigate the 
nuisaneo, but how can people be governed 
hout laws? The ansiver we can all give. 
It is precisely so with the jinrikshas. ‘The 
‘same system must be adopted for them as 
is in force at Home for cabs. Picture the 
accidents and confusion that would inevit- 
ably ensue if the cabs at Home were able to 
e similar dashes at every passer-by 
from their stan 
To the writer it scems a matter 
of the utmost simplicity to thoroughly 
correct this nuisance, aud in a very 
short space of time, by the adoption of 
some such measures as the following :— 
Ist,—All jinrikshas to be registered at 
the Police Station, uo uulicensed vehicles 
being allowed to ply for h 
2nd.—Cortain “stands 
signed to them. 
‘Srd.—The mame of the man who hires 
or owns a jinriksha should bo inscribed 
both in English and Chinese on his license, 
and in the event of another cvolie plying 
with the same jinciksha the license of the 
former should be cancelled at the Police 
Station. ‘The man whose name is upon the 
license should alone be held responsible 
for the good conduct and condition of the 


vehicle. 

4th.—The coolies should be allowed to 
“reel off” thei stands” only in the order 
in which they come on, the right hand side 
of the conveyance, when in mution, indicat- 
ing the order in which they draw up. 

5th.—Prevent the refusal for hire ; and 
when complying with Rule No. 4, no jin- 
riksha should be permitted to be in the 
least dirty. ‘They should be compelled 






























should be as- 











licenses issued to emaciated beings such 
as now almost predominate. 

Gth,—They should only be permitted to 
change the “stand” allotted to them by 
consent and at the discretion of the Polico, 


and see that the wheels of the convey- 
ances are in good order. Mauy of the 
filthy, unsafe jinrikshas at present plying 
should be forbidden to appear on the 
streets, and all their licenses at once can- 
celled.

‘THE DISPUTE IN THE TEA TRADE. 

‘The following circular in reference to 
the dispute in the tea trade between Messrs, 
Blain & Co and the Yik Kee hong has been 
loft at our office. ‘There are of course two 
sides to every question, and it is but right 
that the case put forward by the Chinese 
should receive the same publicity as was 
given to the other side. At the same time 
it is a document of importance, inasmuch 
as it unmistakeably shows the complicity 
of the Guild in the dispute, One sentence 
should certainly be remembered in case 
the Guild at any future timo: should raise 
the contention that it does not intorfero 
in trade matters, It is this: “The tea 
owner complained to the Guild, and the 
Guild was obliged to take the matter in 
hand.” Why was the Guild obliged to 
interfere, when tho tea owner had his 
remedy in a Court of law? His ignorance 
of foreign law and custom might be urged 
as an excuse, were it not that the 
document also ‘gives the information that 
he had put the matter in the hands of a 
lawyer.» It will thus be seen that instead of 
socking redress by legal means, thetea-owner 
took whatever complaint he had against 
‘Messrs. Blain & Co. (but the dispute, aa 
shown by the documents published in ‘our 
last issue, was not with Messrs. Blain 
& Co., but with Messra, Major & Co.) 
to the ‘illegal tribunal of his Guild, which 
exercised jurisdiction to the extent that 
Messrs. Blain & Co.’s hong was “ tabooed,” 
the visits of the native brokers with 
their ton mustera ceased, and they were 
unable to do business. ‘Such revelations 
as these would have materially assisted 
Mr. Davenport in his efforts to expose 
the proceedings in the Swatow Guild 
case, aud in the interests of foreign trade 
generally, we hope that tho Ministers at 
Peking and the Consuls will take due notice 
of the fact that it is becoming more and 
more evidentthat the trade of their nationals 
is at the sufferauce of the Chinese, The 
circular we have thus briefly alluded to is 
as follows :— 


To re Foreten Tea Buyers or SHANGHAI. 


We were favoured at 5 o'clock on the 23rd 
instant, by Messrs. Blain & Co, (Kung- 
tao hong) with a letter enclosing a copy of 
their printed notice respecting a dispute 
between them and the Yik Kee hong, 
which they sent round to all the foreign 
hongs, and we noticed towards the end of 
the document an allusion to the following 
effect :—“That at our request, Messrs, 
Major & Co. proposed to arbitrate the 
matter with Mr. Harding as arbitrator, 
and that Mr, Tong Hing, of the Yik Keo 
hong, admitted that it would be a most 
reasonable way of settling the dispute. ° 
‘That the Guild would not allow arbitration, 
and the same Corporation have tabooed 
our hong, apparently for endeavouring to 
mediate between the buyer and seller.” ‘The 
Club were greatly surprised on seeing this, 
and beg therefore now to make known 
the facts relative thereto, viz, on the 
20th instant, the Yik Keo hong, together 
with one tea owner, complained that: they 
had a chop, Ki-chun, consisting of- 630 
half-chests tea, which they sold to Messrs. 
Blain & Co.’ It was weighed on the 
19th instant, and while being so done, 
the owner left before the weighing was 
finished on account of the unfairness in 
taking the same. At his instigation a 
meeting of the Club was convened and a 
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deputation of ithe directors was sent on 
the 21st to Messrs. Blain & Co,’s to reason 
with them. The deputation requested 
that the buyer as well as.the owner should 
select each five chests to be re-weighod and 
the average weight to be taken, but Messrs. 
Blain.& Go. objected to re-weighing, and 
stated that if the tea is re-weighed a cut of 
2m. Se, per picul shall be made. ‘The 
ascertaining of weight by selecting five 
chests each was only a proposition of the 
deputation towards amicable settlement, 
and outside of this no other was talked of. 
‘The subject of taboo and refusal to allow 
arbitration was never mentioned for con- 
sultation. 

Furthermore, in dealing in tea where 
there is a dispute as to the weight, it is 
always customary to have thetea re- weighed. 
Messrs, Blain and Qo. demanded the cui 
of 2m. 5e. should the re-weighing be 
made, and Yik Keo and his constituent 
(tea owner) were determined to have the 
re-weighing ; this gave rise to the dispute. 
‘The tea owner complained to the Guild, 
and the Guild was obliged to take the 
matter in hand, As to Yik Kee’s proposal 
to arbitrate the matter with Mr. Harding 
as arbitrator, that was never brought to the 
notice of the Guild. Tho tea belongs to a 
dealer in tho Yik Kee hong, and he has the 
option to agreo to arbitration or not. 
Guild can only uso its influence in effectin, 
any:mutual or amicable arrangement, an 
should thero be disputes in buying and 
selling referred to the Club, they can 








dispute as to the weight, he found that it 
weighed 290.27 piculs, whereas Messrs, 
Blain and Co.’s weight was 290.60, and 
Mr. Welch decrees that the Yik Kee hong 
be paid for the 290.27 piculs at the con- 
tract price. Thus Messrs. Blain and Co.’s 
weighing was more in the interest of 
the Chinese than that of the arbitrator. 
‘They have, we consider, acted most 
honourably in this dispute.’ ‘They pressed 
for arbitration, they called the foreign 
buyers together to enquire into the dispute, 
they placed their weigh-books at their 
disposal ; aud did everything that it was 
possible for them to do to obtain a full, 
open and honest investigation of the 





















matter. And now that their weighing has 
been proved to be more than satisfactory 
by an arbitrator chosen by the Chinese 


themselves, they aro entitled not only to 
the sympathy of the foreign buyers, but to 
their combined support to resist the 
influence that the Tea Guild is still exer- 
cising over their trade. Their hong is 
still tabooed,” they have had no tea 
musters since the 21st inst., and a mem- 
ber of the Guild incidentally told us yester- 
day that it was not probable tho taboo 
would cease; it was his opinion that 
“ Kung-taou (Messrs. Blain and Qo.) must 
shuttee.”” Here is indeod an opportunity 
for the authorities to confront au evil that 
exists in contravention of treaty stipulations, 
that is legally and morally wrong, aud the 
sooner a bold and determined’ front is 
assumed to arrest its progress, the easier 





mediate on ordinary principles. If now 
the Yik Kee hong consent to arbitrate the 
case, Wo are exceedingly gratified in thus 
arriving at an amicable settlement. ‘The 
Yik Keo hong have now put the mattor in a 
lawyer's hand, and we have nothing further 
to-do with it,

I weighed the tea for Messrs, Major and 
Co., and neither the teaman nor shroff left 
the’ godown, but the latter compared the 
woights with me when the process was 
finished, and the “Yik Kee” hong then 
handed in the Customs’ pass for the ship- 
ment of the chop. ‘This document is now 
in the possession of Messrs. Major and Co., 
‘unused.

As soon as the dispute arose between 
‘Messrs. Major and Co. and the Yik Keo 
hong in reference to the weighing of a 
chop of tea by Messrs. Blain and Co., the 
foreigners suggested that the matter should 
be referred to arbitration, giving the Chi- 
nese the privilege to choose the arbitrato 
But the Chinese at first declined to settle 
the dispute in this fair and reasonable 
way,—the way, too, that similar disputes 
have been settled’ in the past. But 
after Messrs. Blain and Co.'s hong had 
been “tabooed” for to or three days, the 
Chinese, through their lawyer, agreed | 
to arbitration, and selected Mr. Welch, 
of the firm of Messrs. White and Welch, 
as unipire in the matter, ‘That gentleman's 
award is hereto annexed, from which it 
will be found that having re-weighed the 














will it be eradicated. It is, we admit, 
gigantic evil to assail, the organisation is 
complete, the manayement clandestine 
and determined ; but to suffer its hostile 
action to pass unresisted is an exhibi- 
tion of weakness that the Chinese 
will not be slow to take advantage of, 
Great as the evil is, it can be and 
ought to be checkinated. Firat, it is the 
duty of the Consuls to carry on the crusade 
so ably begun by Mr. Davenport, but as it 
takes time to put official machinery in 
motion, united action on the part of the 
members of tho trade would afford a degreo 
of protection from the interference of Guilds 
which is now entirely wanting. ‘Trades 
Unions in England were once as great 
an evil to the employers of labour as 
the Guilds in China are to foreign 
traders to-day ; they dictated terms, 
and resorted to illegal means to en: 
force their demands. Counter combina- 
tions on the part of the masters greatly 
altered the state of affairs, and disputes 
now arising are invariably settled by boards 
of arbitration and conciliation. Similar 
counter combinations among the foréigners 
in China would doubtless bring about a 
like result, and arbitration is, we beliove, 
universally desired by foreigners, but in the 
present dispute, the Chinese would not 
submit to it until they had exercised their 
arbitrary power of “ tahooing,” not the firm 
with whom the dispute originally arose, 
but the one that sugested arbitration. 
To make it an established rule that dis- 
putes aro te be 
independent of the : 
would be a step gained in the right direc- 
tion, It may be said that such has been the 
custom in the past. If it has, it evidently 
is not,so now, or the offer of arbitration by 
Messrs. Blain and Co. would have been 
accepted without the inconvenience the 
delay developed. ‘The fact that the decision 
of the arbitrator is adverse to the Chinese 
will not make them favonrable to the 
adoption of this line of action in future, 
especially as long as they have the strength 
of the Guild to fall back upon for assistance. 
We are sorry to see that Mr. Major, 
in a letter we publish below, is forced 
to the conelusion * that the Guild has been 
encouraged by some members of the trade 
in the position they have taken up, but 
whether under the influence of favours 
received from Chinese, from the fear of ruf- 
fing the feelingsof an influential associa‘ion,

uestion.” ‘The remembrances of the 
watow Guild case are fresh in the memory 
of our readers, and the support withheld 
by the opium merchants from their Consul, 
who was endeavouring to maintain their 
interests, was inconsistent with a genuine 
desire for free and untrammelled trade. 
Such a desiro we presume exists in the tea 
trade, though it was conspicuously absent 
in the opiun trade ; and it may be well for 
those referred to by Mr. Major to consider 
the subtle aud changeable nature of the 
influences that are now believed to be 
exerted over them; and rivals in trade 
should cheerfully ‘unite to resist the 
encroachments of a common enemy, and 
the common enemy of all free traders in 
China is to be found in the Guilds, not 
only in the tea aud opiuin trades, but in 
almost every other trade in whfch o 
foreigner is interested. 

Subjoined is the award of the arbitrator 
and also some correspondence :— 


YIK KEE HONG v. F, MAJOR, 
THE AWARD OF THE ARRITRATOR. 

On the morning of the 28th inst, I was 
served with a memorandum of agreement 
between the Vik Kee hong and Mr. F. 
Major, appointing me arbitrator of all 
Gifferonces between them. I invited the 
parties interested to meet at my house at 
2p.m. onthe same day with a view toa 
friendly settlement, or failing that defin- 
ing the points for arbitration. Mr. Major 
attended punctually. Mr. ‘Tong Hing, of 
the Yik Kee hong, came after somo stay 
aud asked if he might bring a few friends 
with whom to consult, Ou my replying in 
the negative, he went again to his hong, 
and brought his partner, his broker, an 
the teamen (said to be owners of ono of 
the chops in dispute.) ‘The teamen waited 
in the compradore's room, as I regarded 
the Yik Keo hong as principals in the whole 
transaction. After a long conversation, 
we failed to come to any friendly solution of 
the disputes, but agreed that the case should 
be contined to the matter of the weight of 
the Kee-chun chop, 628 4-chests on the 
side of the Yik Kee hong, and to the 
question of dust in Yung-loo chop 628 
d-chests and in Keo-chun chop 628 -chests 
on the part of Mr. Major, the award 
to be given by noon’ on the 30th August, 
I then wont to Messrs. Blain and Co.'s 
godown, taking with ‘me our own go- 
jown man and a weight to test Messrs, 
Blain and Co.'s scales. I proceeded to 
weigh 30 d-chests of Kee-chun chop, 
and the memorandum attached yives the 
result, ‘Taking these as an average, I find 
that the net weight. of the Kee-chun chop, 
623 J-chests, is piculs 200.27, and my 
award is that the Yik Kee hong shall bo 
paid on this weight at the price per picul 
according to contract. I then had a 
hali-chest of Kee-chun chop sifted and 
found the dust to be only 8tlbs., an 
exceptionally small proportion. I'’also 
sifted two half-chests of Yung-loo chop, 
and found that the dust in them was 
not more than in the ches: muster. 
My award, therefore, is dha: Mr. Major's 
claim for dust siunld not be allowed, 
but lest this should be made a pre- 
cedent, I would desire to add that with 
our present mode of inspecting only a few 
chests out of a large cho p I consider that 
the discovery of « single chest more dusty 
than the chest muster is_yood ground for a 
claim of reduction in price, as it is impos- 
sible to have every chest opened for 
inspection.

Dear Su,— With regard to my recent. 
tex dispute,’ it is with much regret that 
I am forced to the conclusion that the 
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Guild has been encouraged by some mem- 
bers of the trade in the position they have 
taken up, whether under the influence of 
favours received from Chinese, from the 
fear of ruflling the feelings of an influential 
association, or rivalry against a large buyer, 
I will not question; but, what I least 
expected was that assumption of a high 
moral tone from quarters that I have 
always been informed teas wore not settled 
to, if others were bidding. Facts are better 
than all the empty talk of satellite brokers 
or jealous compradores, and the facts that 
I would appeal to in favour of my system, 
which has been openly deprecated, are that 
T can buy readily any tea on the market at 
best market rates, while there are some 
whom I can point to who cannot. My 
system established by the purchase annually 
of 50 to 70,000 }-chests for the last twelve 
years, has been never to re-weigh and to 
Bettle the question of inferiority or other- 
wise on the customary five chests opened. 
‘The weighing and passing of tea is based 
on the chance selection of a few chests, 
and I do not allow the teaman to go on 
weighing until he gets heavy chests, or, 
if one or two are dusty, to go on opening 
chests un': he meets with proper ones, 
and thus take two chances to my one; 
to allow this to be done might save 
trouble and serve to mollify the teaman’s 
assumed anger, but would not be loyal 
to the interests of those for whom the 
teas are bought, and who invariably have 
to suffer loss on every chop from some 
dusty, inferior or light chests, and but too 
often find the tea could never -have been 
the one intended to have been bought 
‘the buyer was ignorant of his 
m, In the caso under dispute, T gain 
catties by the re-weighing, but if only 
five chests had been taken, it might have 
chanced otherwise. A dusty chest is not 
this time picked out, and Ihave to suffer 
the loss on the many dusty ones that, con- 
sidering one out of two was sifted in the 
presence of witnesses and found two 
pounds dustior, must be in the chop.

ANOTHER ACCIDENT TO THE “ HAeSHIN.” 


In recording another accident to the 
C.MLS.N. Co.’s steamer Haeshin, Captain 
Gibbon, we (China Mail) must acknowledge 
the truth of the maxim that wonders will 
never cease. ‘The Hueshin grounded on a 
rock right in the middle of the Macao 
Reach, near Cauton—a fairway which has 
been used by all steam-vessels, save perhaps 
the river steamers, for many years past. 
It is said that two or three steamers have 
already touched this danger, aud that, 
thougit it has been invariably looked for at 
the time, those concerned have on each 
occasion been misled by supposing that the 
‘Macao Rock was the object struck. Some 
even go so far as to say that a pilot was 
suspended for allowing a steamer to touch 
the Macao Rock, when this new rock must 
have been the real obstruction that was 
almost discovered. We are informed that 
there are no less than half-a-dozen 
dangers, not mentioned on the Admiralty 
Charts, which are recorded by the Customs 
Harbour Department of Canton, besides 
the one now revealed; and it is simply 
marvellous that, with the constant 
traftic ou the Canton River, the present 
Haeshin Rock has never yet been found 
and verified. The six dangers referred to 
are as follows ‘

To fully explain the Hacshin danger, 
now curiously brought to light for the first 
time, it will be best to give the official 
report made by Mr. S. Parkhill, Harbour 
‘Master at Canton, which contains the bear- 
ings, etc., of the rock. It is as follows :— 

Custom House, 
Canton, 17th August, 1880. 

Captain Gibbon reported to this oft 
his arrival at Canton, on the morning of 
the 16th instant, that the steamer Hacshin, 
under his command, grounded at 10.30 p.m, 
on the previous night on a rock about half- 
way between the Macao Rock and the 
Bund of Honan Island, Macao Reach, and 
remained fast until the next flood ‘tide, 
when she flonted at 5.30 a.m., and took up 
a berth off Shameen, 

At low water same day, I accompanied 
Captain Gibbon and his chief otticer (Mr. 
‘Talpey) to the pluce meutioned, and om the 
Dearing given at once found a rock (uot 
marked on the Admiralty Chart), its length 
being 40 feet N.W. and S.E., and about 25 
feet bruad N.K. aud S.W.,’having a flat 
surface. ‘The depth of water on its shal- 
lowest part was 8 feet, there being 16 feet 
close to it. Its position is 220 feet from 
the raised Bund at the Ferry Landing on 
‘Honan ; aud from it the Macao Rock bore 
. 45° W., there being 275 feet from its 
Western side to the eastern side of the 
Macao Rock, and a chanuel of 150 feet wide 
between the Rock and the Honan shore. 

‘The bearings are from its centre, the 
Tower on Macao Fort 8. 27° W. ; Bushey 
Hill, South of Hamilton Creek (marked on 
Chart 146 feet), S. 40° E. ‘The Ferry 
‘House on shore, close to the Ferry landing, 
opposite the villaye S.W. of Cedar Hill, 

N. 40° W. ; aud the Western side of Honan 
Island, N. 28° W., Shameen being shut 
out from view by ihis point. 

Thereby vertify that this rock has not 
hitherto been known to auy of the licensed 
pilots, nor any of the masters of steamers

ANOTHER DARING CASE OF PIRACY. 


Perhaps one of the most barbarous and 
daring cases of piracy that have beon made 
public of recent years occurred a few days 
ago not far from Hongkong. |The particu 
lars we have been able to gather up to the 

resent are to the following effect :—A 
chinese fishing craft of some three hundred 
and fifty piculs capacity sailed in the first 
week of the present month froma port in the 
Bocea Tigris, Canton River, for Macao. Her 
crew consisted of aix men and the capiain, 
who had with him his wife, aged thirty: 
eight years, his daughter, twelve years, and 
his two sons, aged seven and four years 
reapectively. ‘The eargo comprised live 
stock, consisting of some thirty pigs, 
besides hides and a few sundries. She 
drifted towards her destination for some 
twelve days, until she anchored at mid- 
night off Ko Lan—the place which the 
Chinese officials attempted, as we noted at 
the time, to establish as a trade centre in 
opposition to Macao—ten miles or so from 
our Portuguese neighbour, Ahout two 
hours after the junk had dropped her 
auchor to await the ebb tide, three canoes 
of the class known as ‘‘snake boats,” 
having about sixty men on board in all, 
made an onslaught upon her. The junk 
ple resisted the attack, and the contest 
jasted, it is estimated, about half-an-hour, 
when ‘the master and one man being shot 
dead, and two men having drowned them- 
selves in despair, the remaining four men 
jumped overboard with planks to endeavour 
to save themselves from the fury of the 
pirates, who boarded directly the fighting 
ceased, and immediately killed the captain’ 
wife and his daughter. The pirates then 
transferred the cargo to their own boats and 
set fire to the junk, not forgetting to carry 
away with them into servitude the two 
male children. The men of the junk who 
jumped overboard, it is presumed, were 
saved by a fishing junk. As to one of 
them there is a certainty, for he is in 
Hongkong, having been brought here by 
the junk that rescued him. 

We trust that the Chinese cruisers may 
be able to make a signal example of these 
desperadoes, hundreds of whom live a life 
of rapine and murder right under the 
noses of the Portuguese sentinels. 

We may mention that the pirated junk 
had no name, but her number was forty- 
seven, and she was secured by a Chinese 
fim residing on the Praya West.—Daily
